THE FLORIDA STORM 


Miss Gertrude M. Bourne of Auburn- 
dale, who has been in Florida the past 
few months, has written the following 
interesting account of her experiences 
during the recent great storm in Flor- 
ida. 

Monday morning, 
Sept. 20, 1920. 

Dear Folks: 

We certainly have been through the 
most terrible experience I ever heard 
of or want to experience again. 

Friday afternoon all the newsboys 
were yelling that a hurricane was on 
the way and the wind began to blow 
a little around five o’clock. It kept 
getting stronger, but when we went , 
to bed at 11 o’clock was just a very | 
strong gale. At 1 o’clock it was get- , 
ting to be terrific and around three, | 
when it began to rain right in through 
the windows, we went downstairs and 
just clung together,— of course, where 
we were there was a clean sweep right 
across the ball park and that was the 
diretclon it was coming in. Sometime 
later, we don’t know exactly when, 
part of the roof over the room over 
the garage blew off, and the post fold- 
ing up the porte-cochere, — and the 
rain just poured in right through 
everywhere. You couldn’t possibly go 
out anywhere because you couldn’t 
stand up in the gale in the first place, 
and then you would get hit with things 
Hying through the air. About seven, 
it abated, and we got wholly dressed. 
The Dali park is just a terrible big 
lake, but we are thankful for that, 
for that is where we get our water to 
clean with. 

We got into the flivver and went out 
to see the damage done in other plac- 
es, — the new apartment right oppo- 
site us has about every window in the 
place smashed and the whole place is 
ruined with water. 

But to go on with the rest of it. — 
they wouldn’t let us go way down 
town, but before we got hack I thought 
we were going to he blown away again 
— and another hurricane came up, in 
just the opposite direction, so that 
people who didn’t get it before got it 
.then, and if anything it was worse 
jthan in the night. Both windows in 
the room where the Hutchinsons room- 
ed were broken, and the rain just 
poured in, right through the whole 
house, — there was just one corner 
where we could stay dry. About 12 
o’clock it abated, and Mac went out 
and got provisions and ice. — only cold 
things because we had no gas. elec- 
tricity or water. We all went to bed 
together downstairs again, and before 
long it was pouring again. We had 
to bore holes in the floor to let the 
water out, and keep sweeping the 
whole house from top to bottom,— that 
is, sweeping the water out. 

Mother, you can’t imagine what it 
looks like. The Sterling apartments 
that we used to go by when going to 
the store a complete wreck, — houses 
and apartments with whole roofs off 
and in the street, and some with the 
whole side knocked out. leaving the 
furniture in place, looking like a doll- 
house. Many people were Injured, 
and the Hotel McAllister and Hotel 
Halcyon are emergency hospitals, and 
many civilians are doing duty as 
nurses, and the men are doing traffic 
duty through the whole city. Many 
of the big boats were blown right up 
over the fill, and are in front of the 
Hotel McAllister and the Royal Balm 
Hotel, — almost all of the beautiful 
cocoanut trees are either down or 
stripped of all foliage, and big pine 
trees down everywhere. They say that 
Hollywood is practically wiped out. 
and also Fort Lauderdale, and there 
are many unknown dead. Hialeah was 
badly hit, and many dead. They won’t 
let anybody go over to the beach, and 
say that the injured and damage is 
terrible over there. Ambulances are 
going by here now. all the time, and 
it is enough to make you shiver. 

Then the milk wagons and water 
wagons are allowed to have the right 
of way. The city is now under mar-

POLICE NEWS 


James O. Bracken of Appian Way. 
Mlston, was found not guilty in the 
Superior Court at Cambridge, Tues- 
day. on the charge of driving ho as to 
endanger the lives and safety of the 
public. Bracken was the driver of the 
auto which struck and killed Thomas 
Determlno of Boston on June 9 n^ar 
the Woodland Golt Club. Determlno. 
an employee ot’ T. Stuart & Sons, was 
crossing Washington srteet. carrying 
a plank, when hit by the car. Ser- 
geant P2d Moan of the Newton police 
testified that the tracks of the auto 
measured 76 feet from the spot where 
it hit Determine, until it stopped. 
Mechanician Bart Cullen of the police 
department testified that the brakes 
on the car were in good condition. 
George Pitts. Nelson McCormack and 
Lorenzo Aroni. employees of the Stu- 
art Company, testified that they saw 
Determine struck, hut they did not 
notice Bracken’s car until the moment 
of impact. Bracken testified his car 
was travelling hut 20 to 22 miles an 
hour when the accident occurred, that 
Determlno stepped out from behind 
another auto going the opposite direc- 
tion. and that he stopped his machine 
within a short distance. The jury 
decided In favor of Bracken, who was 
defended by James P. Gallagher. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Davis. Miss Eileen, 
Eugene. Chester and Earl Lomax, well 
known West Newton residents, were 
found not guilty In the Superior Court 
at Cambridge on Monday on the 
charge of rude and disorderly conduct. 
Earl Lomax was arrested on August 
10 at the West Newton playground by 
Patrolman John Green following a 
disturbance at a baseball game. Young 
Lomax claimed that Green unneces- 
sarily pushed his aunt. Mrs. Davis, 
while clearing the field of spectators 
after the game. The other members 
of the family protested at Green's ac- 
tion and he had them summoned into

ABOUT TOWN 


Newton has lost one of its best 
known citizens. Timothy D. Murphy 
and family moved this week to All- 
ston. “T. D.” as he was familiarly 
known, was for many years a potent 
factor in local politics He waa the 
first man to boost Edwin O. Childs for 
the position he has held for the past, 
thirteen years. If all the citizens of 
Newton took the same interest in pub- 
lic affairs that Mr. Murphy manifested, 
there would be no need for any organ- 
ization to induce indifferent voters to 
go to the polls on election days. "T. 
D.” Is a native of Cork. Ireland, in 
which county is located the famous 
Blarney Stone. He may have kissed 
this well known piece of granite to 
become more fluent. But. although 
eloquent, "blarney’* was not his forte. 
In the political campaigns in which 
he participated. "T. D.” was noted for 
the verbal brickbats he hurled at the 
victims' of his biting wit. For the past 
few years, ill health prevented him 
taking his accustomed active part in 
local affairs. The well wishes of his 
many friends accompany him to his 
new home. 

Most of the cases tried in the lower 
courts today are those of offenders 
against automobile laws. It has be- 
come a common practice when persons 
are apprehended by policemen for vio- 
lations of these laws, for such trans- 
gressors to immediately, or as soon as 
possible, get in touch with some In- 
dividual "with a drag" to use influence 
on the prosecuting policeman, or his 
superiors, to have the charge with- 
held or the case quashed.

NEWTON 10— PRO V. TECH 7 

Showing marked improvement over 
the opening gnine with Quincy the 
Newton high school football team bat- 
tled Its way to a 10 to 7 last minute 
victory over the strong Providence 
Technical school eleven on Claflln 
Field last Saturday. The field was in 
much better condition than the week 
before as the heavy rain on Friday 
laid the dust. Newton, although out- 
weighed nearly fifteen pounds per 
man. outplayed the visitors by a big 
margin. Once again Newton can thank 
Frank Spain, its quarterback, for pull- 
ing the team through to victory. It 
was his field goal from the 27-yard 
line with less than a minute to play 
that broke the 7-7 tie and gave New 
ton the game. 

The orange and black was the first 
to score. After Newton had held hack 
the visitors from scoring in the first 
period Newton opened up in the sec- 
ond quarter and forced the Issue. For- 
ward passes and lateral passes with 
several exchanges of punts put the lo- 
cal eleven in position to score. Proc- 
tor tossed a pass to Spain which net- 
ted 18 yards. Sutcliffe replaced Spain 
and carried the hall to the twelve 
yard line. Here Clark fell back and 
shot a pass to Gilligan five yards be- 
hind the Providence goal. Clark kick- 
ed the goal for the extra point. 

The two teams battled on even terms 
until the opening of the final session 
when Providence made two long gains 
on forward passes which Newton men 
attempting to knock down, unfortun- 
ately deflected into a Providence man’s 
arms. These two passes carried the 
ball from midfield to the 20-yard mark. 
Two more plays made a first down. 
Three rushes took the ball to the 4- 
yard line and on the next play New- 
ton’s line held. When the ball was 
uncovered it was less than two feet 
from the goalline. Proctor attempted 
to kick out of danger but his punt was 
hurried and the ball went offside on 
the 15-yard mark, giving the oppon- 
ents another chance. They took it and 
after one rush which netted them five 
yards, Gifford tossed a forward pass 
over the line to Dixie Matthews for 
the six points. Rotelli made it seven, 
tying the count. 

After receiving the kickoff on his 
27-yard line Stubbs ran it back eleven 
yards. Spain, who had returned to 
the lineup, signalled for a forward. 
The opposing line broke through and 
a Tech man just tipped Spain’s pass 
with his fingers. It was not enough 
to deflect the pass, however, and 
Stubbs reached up and grabbed it on 
the Providence 38-yard line for a 24- 
yard gain. The opponents’ line held 
and Newton was forced to kick. Ro- 
telli received it on the 12-yard line 
and ran it back nine yards. Newton 
held and Providence was penalized 
15 yards for the illegal use of hands 
and was forced to kick with the ball 
on the 5-yard mark. Gifford kicked 
poorly to the 28-yard line. Spain made 
a pretty eight yard advance through 
tackle and then fell back and nego- 
tiated his winning field goal with 
about 45 seconds left to play.

always, will make the football fans 
take notice, at any rate. 

Gifford was Tech’s host man. He 
streaked around Newton’s ends for 
several good gains and nearly got 
away once. Proctor was the only 
Newton man between him and the goal 
line when Wilkerson dove at him from 
behind and brought him down with a 
nice tackle. 


The orange and black line was not 
quite fast enough getting into position 
to meet the Providence attack many 
times. Tech used the “huddle,” got 
into formation, and started the play 
before Newton’s linesmen realized 
they were in an unbalanced position 
to offset it. Newton uses the "huddle” 
itself to good advantage but on the 
defense seemed woefully late. No 
doubt continued practice at meeting 
this kind of offence will show improve- 
ment. Had the local eleven been able 
to cope with this attack last Saturday 
Gifford would have not been able to 
make such long gains around the ends. 
It was the most noticeable fault in 
Newton’s play. 


PROVIDENCE PICKUPS 

It would have taken a census taker 
to have kept track of the Newton sub- 
stitutions in the Providence game. 
Every man on Newton’s squad got a 
chance to play for at least a few min- 
utes. 


Joe Forrestall in place of Shea was 
Dickinson’s first replacement. For- 
restall was a regular tackle last year 
in the closing games and should gain 
back his berth without much difficulty. 
He was on probation until last week 
when the authorities gave him per- 
mission to play. His presence added 
a lot of strength to the orange and 
black line. 


Coach Dickinson and his assistants 
accomplished a great deal in the week 
between the two games. The entire 
Newton outfit put up a great game 
against a heavier team and outplayed 
them by a good margin. 


Chalk up another win for Frank 
Spain. It was the second time in as 
many games that his field goal brought 
victory to Newton. After the Newton 
line had held Providence two feet from 
the goal line and Proctor’s kick went 
offside on the 15-yard line giving Tech 
another chance it looked as though 
the game would end in a 7-7 tie. But 
thanks to Spain and Stubbs, victory 
was brought homo when Tech kicked 
poorly in the shadow of the goul. 


Spain was ably supported by his 
other hackiield mates. Far more so 
than against Quincy. The line, too, 
worked in better unison than it did 
agulnst the Granite city outfit. If 
the entire team continues to show the 
improvement it lias already made 
Newton will not be fur behind the 
leading scholastic elevens in the 
stute. Whatever team Newton faces it 
will know that it bus been In a bard 
and clean game. No predictions can 
tie made regarding league or 
state championships us regurds the 
orange and black. The material does 
not seem to be there.

Dizie Matthews, Tech’s colored end, 
was a marvel on the receiving end of 
forward passes and at clearing the 
way for Gifford. On the defense, how- 
ever, he did not show at all. 


Newton fans will watch with a great 
deal of interest the outcome of to- 
morrow’s game between Somerville 
and Providence Tech. It will give 
them a good line on the comparative 
ability of the two outfits. 


Decourcey. who substituted for An- 
dres at center for part of the game, 
showed that he is quite a capable lad 
and can take care of the pivot position 
should Andres be forced to sit on the 
sidelines. 


You can’t keep the Gilligaus out of 
the limelight. The man who was to 
receive the pass from Spain, which 
was to score for Newton, was com- 
pletely covered when Joe Gilligan, ap- 
parently coming from nowhere, reach- 
ed into the air and grabbed the pass 
with his fingertips for the score. It 
was Newton’s first touchdown of the 
1926 season and it was only right that 
a Gilligan should score the points. This 
lad will, no doubt, be heard from more 
than once before he, too, leaves the 
N.H.S. behind. He has hut one handi- 
cap— the fact that two of his brothers 
before him have each carved their 
niche in Newton’s hall of fame. New- 
ton fans expect too much of him. He 
has already got a start — give him a 
chance. 


SPORT NOTES 


This year’s golf tournaments have 
seen the name E. S. Stimpson Jr. in 
the majority of the qualifying rounds. 
Since graduating from Harvard he 
has taken a prominent place in golfing 
circles around Boston. During his 
stay at Newton, he was instigator of 
the golf team and captain of the same 
his last two years, then continued the 
game at Harvard, where he was cap- 
tain his senior year. Already he is 
spokn of as one of the coming young 
golfers, due to his tournament play, 
and the ability he showed in the Na- 
tional Amateur Tourney, held last 
week. 


At Cushing Academy in Ashburn- 
ham there are two Newton boys who 
were members of last year’s varsity 
football team. Melbourne Heineon, 
more commonly known as “Bo”, and 
Wallace Johnson, both capable per- 
formers are out for the eleven and 
have more than an even chance of mak- 
ing it. Hemeon was one of Newton’s 
outstanding ends, being particularly 
fine in his covering of punts, while 
Johnson was a rugged guard whose 
real ability didn’t show until the end 
of the season when he was given hon- 
orable mention for All-Scholastic in 
several papers. 


When the Dartmouth squad lined 
up, two Newton men were numbered 
among the candidates, one for the end 
rush and the other for tackle. Philip 
Rising of Newton Centre is out for 
the wing, having a good record from 
last year when he made the 1929 team 
only to have a “charlie horse” prevent 
further playing. Hal Walker, a first 
class guard of two seasons ago at 
Newton, is out for tackle after a year’s 
absence from the game due to illness. 


Newton will he well represented in 
the Exeter-Cushing academy game to- 
morrow afternoon. Carleton McCul- 
lough at end, Tom Gilligan at half- 
hack, and his brother, Francis, at full- 
back for Exeter and possibly Hemeon 
und Johnson at end and tackle respec- 
tively for Cushing will be the local 
lads in the game. 


“Jake" Stafford seems to be the like- 
ly starting quarterback tomorrow for 
Harvard against Geneva. The New- 
ton boy took part in his first scrim- 
mage of the season on Tuesday and 
displayed the old-time form which 
brought him honors at Newton.

FRANK WESTON’S ASHES 
SCATTERED AT WABAN 

Last Friday evening, at sunset, a 
score of men. members of the old 
Boston Bicycle Club, gathered at the 
rear of a bungalow on Kewadin road, 
to assist in a final tribute to a former 
comrade who died 15 years ago. Frank 
W. WeBton. one of the founders of 
t lie Boston Bicycle Club, many years 
ago owned and lived in the little bun- 
galow which was then surrounded by 
woods between Kewadin and Quino- 
bequin roads. He had not resided 
there long, when his wife died, and 
shortly afterwards Mr. Weston moved 
from the place to enter a home for 
old men, where he died within a week 
of his arrival. 

When Mrs. Weston died her re- 
mains were cremated and the ashes 
brought back to his home by her hus- 
band. When he died the bungalow 
was sold together with its furnish- 
ings, just as it stood. Finally, after 
some time had elapsed the new owner 
wished to dispose of Mrs. Weston’s 
ashes, and after consulting with 
friends of the deceased, scattered the 
ashes in the grove at the rear of the 
bungalow. 

Last Spring, one of Mr. Weston’s old 
comrades in the bicycle club, Fred 
Stark, saw an advertisement of an in- 
surance company seeking heirs of 
Frank W. Weston. A policy and in- 
terest, amounting to $1300, was await- 
ing some claimant. Alter considerable 
effort, Mr. Stark effected the payment 
of this money to a woman, who as a 
small child had been adopted by Mr. 
and Mrs. Weston. In the course of 
his investigation of Mr. Weston’s es- 
tate, Mr. Stark discovered that the 
ashes of his old friend had never been 
takc*n from the establishment of the 
undertaker who had conducted the 
funeral. Mr. Stark conferred with 
the survivors of the old bicycle club, 
who still meet occasionally for the 
sake of Auld Lang Syne, and the cere- 
mony of Friday evening resulted. 

So, as the dusk gathered over the 
spot which Mr. Weston had loved. 
Quincy Kirby, president of the Boston 
Bicycle Club, read an original poem 
dedicated to the departed member, and 
then received the urn containing the 
ashes from Dr. Walter Kendall, a 
prominent member of the club. The 
ashes were reverently scattered under 
the trees, where those of Mrs. Weston 
had been strewn some years past.

There is also the question 
of the Editor’s time. So many times 
last minute calls are only the result 
of that pesky little thief of time and 
of placid disposition,— procrastination. 

ADVANCE NOTICES of meetings 
should be sent by Press Chairmen so 
us to reach their destination at latest 
hy the first mail on .Holiday of the 
week in which they are to be printed. 
If they can be sent earlier they will 
be welcomed with relief, and in most 
cases Press Chairmen know from one 
meeting to the next just what is com- 
ing, and could easily send this notice 
together with the writeup of the meet- 
ing just finished. A word about these 
WRITEUPS. They should be written 
and mailed within twenty-four hours 
or their happening, while all the en- 
joyable. entertaining, and inspiring 
tilings that were said and done are 
fresh in the mind of the Press Chair- 
man. And it is the record of just 
these things that should be reported, 
for the pleasure of all readers. Re- 
ports of meetings that take place ou 
Thursday should be in the Editor’s 
hands by Saturday. Reports of Fri- 
day and Saturday meetings should 
reach her Monday morning. Reports of 
Monday meetings should reach her 
Tuesday. Reports of Tuesday meet- 
ings will be in the column if they 
reach her Wednesday. It will be ar- 
ranged to save space for these last, 
but the rest of the column has to be 
completed and in the printer’s hands 
Wednesday morning.

Royal Stubbornness 

George III disliked Franklin's po- 
litical opinions nnd wus anxious to dis- 
credit his scientific discoveries as well, 
says John o’ London’s Weekly.

Uses for Gyroscope 

When first invented, the gyroscope, 
then called rotaseope, was used as a 
scientific toy to illustrate the dy- 
namics of rotating bodies, the compo- 
sition of rotations, etc. A delicately 
mounted form of the above apparatus, 
Invented by M. Foucault, is used to 
render visible the rotation of the 
earth on account of the tendency of 
the rotnting wheel to preserve a con- 
stant plane of rotation, Independently 
of the earth’s motion. This same 
principle is made use of in an instru- 
ment invented by Dr. H. Auschutz- 
Kampfe, designed to replace the mar- 
iner’s compass or to serve as a check 
upon its accuracy. Other uses of the 
gyroscope are as a steering apparatus, 
and as a balancing device in certain 
flying machines, and In a proposed 
type of monorallway.

JfEWTON ROTARY CLUB 


Rotarinn W. Mark Noble, Jr., was 
the speaker at the Monday luncheon 
of the Rotary Club, held as usual at 
the Woodland Golf Club. 

Mr. Noble took insurance for his 
subject and related how the business 
was first started at an English tav- 
ern, named “Lloyds” where a group 
of men noticed that on an average, 
one of their number each year, was 
unfortunate and suggested that each 
contribute to a fund which could be 
used to help the unfortunates. Mr. 
Noble told of the peculiar losses in 
the insurance field. One man kept 
his truck in the cellar of his house 
during the winter and in attempting 
to start it in the spring, set he house 
on fire. 

On compulsory automobile insur- 
ance, Mr. Noble said there were three 
ways to meet the law, 1st, by an in- 
surance company policy; 2nd, by a 
surety bond; and 3rd, by the deposit 
of cash or securities amounting to 
$5000. Mr. Noble pointed out that this 
law only covered public highways in 
Massachusetts, private streets or ac- 
cidents in adjoining states not being 
covered. 

Mr. Noble suggested that tue ver- 
dicts of juries in liability cases might 
require insurance rates to be raised, 
and that automobile owners on such 
juries might not be entirely unbiased 
thereby. 

Mr. Noble said that probably all in- 
surance policies would be curtailed 
on January 1st, in order that future 
insurance would cover the entire 
year.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


The forty-fifth annual report of the 
trustees of Newton Hospital made pub- 
lic yesterday at the regular annual 
meeting of the board indicated clearly 
that the hospital is functioning “above 
capacity.” That is, it is caring for 
more patients than a grade A hospi- 
tal can reasonably be expected to care 
for. This statement was supported by 
figures furnished by Dr. George L. 
West, medical director, and Miss 
Bertha W. Allen, superintendent. 

It was indicated in the report of 
Leon B. Rogers, chairman of the build- 
ing committee, that the contractors 
would probably break ground next 
spring for the new $1,500,000 hospital 
and nurses home. Two-thirds of the 
fund for these buildings is now in 
hand, in cash or pledges, from the cur- 
rent money-raising campaign. 

Changes in staff included the resig- 
nation of Miss Ruth I. Humphreys, as- 
sistant superintendent, who has ac- 
cepted the superintendency of Fram- 
ingham Hosptial. The proferred res- 
ignation of Arthur G. Roteh, business 
director, was tabled by the trustees. 

Dr. George L. West, medical direc- 
tor, stated that 5.03S patients had been 
treated during the past hospital year 
showing an increase of 468 over the 
previous hospital year. This means 
a daily average of 115. Dr. West re- 
ported the low death rate of three and 
thirty-six hundredths per cent. 

The out-patient department admitted 
1.376 applicants for treatment and 5,- 
724 visits were made by this depart- 
ment, he stated. The operating wards 
had cared for 2,526 cases, of which 
500 were accident cases, said Dr. West. 

The strides that medical science has 
made to combat contagious and infec- 
tious disease is indicated by the fact 
that less than two per cent of all cases 
cared for at Newton Hospital last 
year were contagious. This is in con- 
trast to the ten per cent of contagious 
cases that were cared for at the hos- 
pital little more than a decade ago. 

That Newton Hospital really is the 
official stork for all the Newtons is in- 
dicated by the fact that 570 of the S00 
children born last year in this com- 
munity of 52,000 population saw the 
first light of day in this hospital. 

Miss Bertha W. Allen, Superinten- 
dent, adding to Dr. West’s statistics, 
stated that every department showed 
an increase in its work over the pre- 
vious year. 

“This year’s increase in the number 
of patients cared for is a big increase 
over last year.” said Miss Allen, “when 
we thought the bed maximum capacity 
had been reached.” 

Charles E. Kelsey, president of the 
hoard of trustees, stated that the trus- 
tees would continue the million and a 
half dollar campaign until the full 
amount had been raised.

Ohio's First Sawmill 

Located at Marietta 

Ohio's first sawmill was built at 
Marietta In 1789. The crank, weighing 
180 pounds, was made In New Haven, 
Conn., and taken by “pack horse” over 
the mountains to Hlmrals' Ferry on the 
Youghiogheny river, and thence by 
water, says the Antiquarian. 

The mill near Colebrook was of 
great Importance to the settlers. It 
was on a small stream, and had an 
overshot wheel. Logs were converted 
into boards, and the long-talked-of 
“frame” house could be built. 

The mail was sent and brought by 
“runners.” “Through” mall was car- 
ried in a small bag with a key. desig- 
nated by a wooden tag attached to 
it, and the “way” mall was tied in a 
handkerchief. The post boy “ran” tlie 
mall at first on foot — then on horse- 
back. 

When their fields were cleared, flax 
was sown that these pioneers might 
weave, on their handmade looms, 
linen and cloth materials with which 
to clothe themselves. 

We wonder at, and revere, the per- 
sistent diligence of these forefathers 
of ours ; for they seem to have had no 
time nor inclination to be indolent 
or Inactive. 


Obligation and Right 

Constitute Legal Tie 

An obligation in law is defined as 
M a legal tie that binds us to another, 
either to give him something, or to 
do or abstain from doing some act.” 
For instance, an agreement or con- 
tract of sale creates a legal tie be- 
tween the two parties, the seller be- 
ing obliged to deliver the thing sold 
and warrant it, and the buyer being 
obliged to pay the price. In ordinary 
use obligation has a different meaning 
from right A person is obliged to do 
that which he can be compelled by 
law to do, but a right commonly means 
something that one can compel others 
to do. For instance, it would not be 
correct to say that a landowner has 
a right to build half the line fence. 
He is obliged — under legal obligation 
— to build half of such fence, and he 
has tlie right to compel the adjoining 
owner to fulfill his obligation and 
build the other half. Generally speak- 
ing, obligation and right are the op- 
posite ends of the legal tie. the obliga- 
tion of one party being the right of 
tlie other. The noun, obligation, and 
the verb, obligate, are from the Latin 
verb, obligo, I bind. 


Parliamentary Term 

The parliamentary clerk of the house 
of representatives says that as a mat- 
ter of fact there is no minority passage 
of a bill in either branch of congress, 
but the phrase in all probability re- 
fers to the fact that legislation may 
he passed by a majority vote of the 
members present, if a quorum Is pres- 
ent. Very often a measure will be 
pased by a majority of the members 
present, which number is not a major- 
ity of the members elected. For ex- 
ample, a majority of tlie membership 
of the house Is 218, but in the event 
only 300 members are present during 
the vote on the passage of the bill the 
vote could be 151 to 149 and the bill 
would be passed by a majority. This 
does not mean that a minority passes 
the bill, because it is presumed that 
those that are absent acquiesce in the 
action taken by a majority of those 
present. 


Famous Work of Art 

A famous painting of Eleanor, duch- 
ess of Gloucester, by Edwin Abbey, 
illustrates an episode in scene 4, act 2, 
part 2. of King Henry VI. The king 
had Just married Margaret of France. 
The duke of Gloucester was the king’s 
protector, and Eleanor dreamed a 
dream in which “Henry and Dame 
Margaret kneeled to me and on my 
head did sit the diadem.” She was 
ambitious both for herself and her 
husband, nnd ambition carried her too 
far. Offending the queen, she played 
Into the hnnds of her husband's ene- 
mies nnd was charged with disloyalty, 
tried nnd convicted. Because of her 
noble birth, Eleanor was not put to 
death, but was obliged to do three 
day’s open penance and bnnlshed to 
the Isle of Man. Abbey’s painting de- 
picts the street scene.

The platform of the Democratic 
party on the prohibition issue is a 
palpable bid for the votes of those Re- 
publicans who are inclined to be “wet” 
for it is a recognized fact that Demo- 
cratic candidates cannot be elected in 
this state without the aid of Repub- 
lican votes. We do not believe that 
any Republican who gives thought to 
the situation will he misled by this ac- 
tion of the Democratic party. 

Centering the campaign on a single 
point ignores many other important 
issues. The tariff, for instance, is of 
direct concern to residents of Massa- 
chusetts, but if a United States Sena- 
tor is elected because he is “wet”, his 
attitude on the tariff may do Massa- 
chusetts industries a great deal of 
harm. Many of us are also interested 
in revising the rules of the United 
States Senate as suggested by Vice 
President Dawes. Mr. Walsh will not 
favor any revision of these rules, and 
"wet” Republicans who vote for him. 
are thereby impeding a great reform 
in our national Legislature. In the 
second place, the election of a “wet” 
United States senator, will not have 
the slightest effect on the prohibition 
issue. These United States are dry 
because the dry states of the South 
and West have a large majority in 
both houses of Congress and one or 
two more “wet” votes from New .Eng- 
land. New York and New Jersey, will 
not change the situation. The Repub- 
licans of Massachusetts should not be 
diverted from supporting Republican 
nomniees by any camouflaged issues o! 
the Democratic party.

Found Empty Coffin 

in “Tomb” of Monarch 

One of the most amazing of royal 
mysteries was recalled by the cele- 
bration of the supposed centenary of 
the Czar Alexander r of Russia. 

After Alexander's “death” on No- 
vember 18. 1825, it was rumored that 
an empty eotfin had been lowered into 
the earth In the imperial burial place, 
and that the czar wus spending the 
evening of his days in prayer and 
contemplation. 

Popular belief. Indeed, Identified a 
hermit, calling himself Fedor Kus- 
mitch, with the late monarch. Kus- 
mitch, whose past life was a com- 
plete mystery, appeared about this 
time In the depths of the Slberlnn 
forest. He was frequently visited by 
the Czur Nicholas 1, who treated him 
with the most profound respect. 

If Kusmltch were really Alexander 
I, he carried his secret with him to 
the grave. But a new turn was given 
to speculation on the subject some 
years ago, when the tombs of the 
czars were opened by order of the 
Soviet authorities. The original seals 
on the coffin of Alexander I were 
still intact, but when it was opened 
there was nothing in it hut u few 
lumps of lead. 


Two Conflicts Known 

as “Battle of Spurs” 

The Battle of Spurs Is a name given 
to two engagements widely separated 
in point of time. The first bnttle was 
fought at Courtrai, in Flanders in 
1302 between the nobles and the 
burghers. The knights and gentle- 
men of France were entirely over- 
thrown by the citizens of n Flemish 
(or Belgian) manufacturing town. 
The French nobility rode forward 
with loose bridles and fell headlong 
into an enormous ditch which lay be- 
tween them and their enemy. The 
whole army of these nobles and gentry 
was annihilated, and when the spoils 
were gathered, there were found 4,- 
000 golden spurs to mark the extent 
of the knightly slaughter, and give a 
name to the engagement. 

The second engagement to which 
had been given the name, the Battle 
of Spurs, was the affair at Oulnegate, 
near Calais, France, In 1513, In which 
the English troops under Henry VIII 
defeated the French forces. The al- 
lusion to spurs is said to be to the 
unusual energy of the beaten troops 
In riding off the field of battle. They 
made good use of their spurs. 


Newspaper Printing 

Rotary presses, which are used by 
most large newspapers today, print 
from curved plates fixed on cylinders, 
which are constantly revolving and 
constantly printing. They are not fed 
with single sheets, but with a long 
web of paper, the press Itself cutting 
off the desired length of sheet from 
the reel, either before or after the 
printing Is completed. Practically all 
these presses have folding attach- 
ments which deliver the paper folded 
and ready for delivery. The simplest 
form has four cylinders, two for the 
stereo plates and two to give the im- 
pression, but as newspapers have 
grown in size it has been necessary to 
add one, two or three rows of cylin- 
ders above the first set.

ential friend who will get them out of 
the scrape. 

Newton has been singularly fortu- 
nate in having been free from this 
fixing" practice. The ranking officers 
of the Newton Police Department have 
consistently refused to "pull off” any 
of their subordinates when the latter 
have made charges against persons 
for violating automobile laws. Our 
local police officials have been sub- 
jected to much criticism from those 
who have failed to obtain immunity 
for friends or acquaintances, but they 
deserve credit for refusing to make 
fish of some and flesh of others. The 
ranking officers of the Newton Police 
Department have set an example in 
this respect which all of their subor- 
dinates should follow. 


Some of the opposition to gasoline 
selling station permits has been spon- 
taneous. Some has been stimulated. 
Some protestants against proposed 
stations act on their own initiative, 
while others have been agitated into 
objecting by parties, who, for business 
reasons, are opposed to the establish- 
ment of stations which will create in- 
creased competition. There are many 
of our citizens who advocate the re- 
striction of gasoline selling stations 
saying. — “We have enough now. we do 
not need more.” Others say. “We have 
no more right to restrict gasoline sta- 
tions than we have to limit the num- 
ber of markets or grocery stores." In 
fact, they contend that the chain 
stores, which have become so com- 
mon. are more to be condemned than 
gas stations run by local individuals. 
Chain stores have driven out of busi- 
ness most of the independent retailers. 
Persons trading at chain stores figure 
they save money by doing so. The 
independent dealers contend that their 
goods possess superior quality and 
that the savings afforded by trading 
at the chain stores is more apparent 
than real. The independent retailer 
as a rule resides in the city where his 
business is located and pays taxes 
there. As a rule he employs adults to 
assist him. and they usually are resi- 
dents of the city where they work. 
Chain stores are owned by non-resi- 
dents who pay little or no taxes to the 
cities where they are located, they 
employ fewer adults and more boys 
than the independent stores. And. 
they absolutely refuse to extend any 
credit to customers. 

Harry Brodie of the Newton Public 
Market is spending some of his good 
money to bring about what he con- 
siders a necessary reform in traffic 
conditions at Newton Corner. Mr. 
Brodie’s concern ia one of the largest 
in the city. It does a large volume of 
business and is under considerable ex- 
pense. He contends, that In common 
with other business men at Newton 
Corner, lie is handicapped by the 30- 
mlnute limit to parking in that section 
of the city. Waltlmm has modified its 
parking regulations so that In most of 
the business district one can park for 
one hour. Mr. Brodie contends that 
Newton should not attempt to so re- 
strict parking, that residents of this 
city go to outside places to shop where 
they can park for longer periods. He 
Is making a test case of our local traf- 
fic regulation.

Anyone desiring to observe modern 
methods should have seen tin* work 
performed by employees of the Hostou 
Elevated In relaying the tracks along 
Washington street at Newton Corner 
last week. In addition to replacing the 
old rails, the uneven cobble stones 
were removed and tile space between 
the trncks Ailed to a considerable 
depth with concrete. Over this a lay- 
er or granite blocks was laid and the 
surface smoothened with cement. In 
mixing the concrete, a large cement 
mixer iiad the assistance of a huge 
portable conveyor. This machine was 
mounted on two cars and consisted of 
several hoppers and a long endless 
belt. The proper proportions of sand 
and crushed stone would he shovelled 
into tlie hoppers by u few workmen, 
then dumped onto the belt and swiftly 
carried by the cars some distance to 
tlie cement mixer. There the hatch 
would he mixed and dropped into 
place between the rails. Then it would 
be quickly spread into an even layer 
by a few more workmen laboring with 
great industry. This speedy, mechan- 
ical method of performing a job of this 
kind would have been a revelation to 
tlie old inhabitants who were habitues 
of Nonantum Square a generation ago. 

The oldtimers of Newton Corner fre- 
quently comment on the changed con- 
ditions at Nonantum Square. Where 
Woolworth’s store is located was the 
site of the Central House, conducted 
for years by George Lamson, whose 
guests had a fine vantage position as 
they sat on the veranda of this estab- 
lishment. Adjoining what is now Her- 
mon Terrace, the narrow alley to the 
oast of tlie Nonantum Building, and to 
the rear of the Charlton Block, was 
Daniels' livery stable, a public horse 
“garage" where the swains of that 
day hired the rigs to take their sweet- 
hearts for a "buggy ride.”

the midst of an argument on the pro- 
hibition question, you muy. if you are 
on the "dry” aide, find this little In- 
cident of value. It Is not my In- 
tention to supply propaganda, but 
when there happens something inter- 
esting of which I have personal and 
direct knowledge I think I ought to 
pass it along.

In those days before the Volstead 
act became operative there existed 
in a small town, not so many miles 
from Newton, a tavern.

Instead of being a country hotel, a 
tavern or an inn it was an excuse for 
a cheap and low-grade barroom. Here 
the town loafers gathered to sponge 
on the prosperous farmers who felt 
that a visit to town was not complete 
without a glass or more of "licker.” 
No one cun tell of the misery pro- 
duced by this establishment, which 
had weathered many a reform wave 
and was still dispensing poor whisky 
and beer to those who would have 
been far better off without it 

Such was the place as 1 vividly re- 
call it. To me it seemed a blot on 
the landscape, ror I felt that the town 
tipplers, amusing as they appeared, 
were neglecting their families, their 
work and their live stock. But, apart 
from the moral side, this town drink- 
| ing place existed and prospered, for 
the town "rummies" always managed 
to get a small "yes" majority vote at 
every town meeting. 

Then along came prohibition! The 
place was itself no more. One ven- 
turesome individual made a great pre- 
tence of booming the “hotel” part 
while operating the barroom as a 
"speak-easy,” but it was not a con- 
spicuous success. Prohibition had 
ended its career and that was all 
there was to it. No one else was will- 
ing to take a chance of getting into 
trouble for what money there might 
be in illegal sales of hootch and near 
beer. Consequently the place was 
closed, ‘‘hotel’’ section and all. 

And now the transformation! Re- 
cently I happened to be taking an 
automobile ride through that section. 
I called upon a friend of mine, a 
prominent resident of the village for 
many years, and exchanged felicita- 
tions, which is. as I understand it, 
highbrow language for shaking- 
hands and talking over old times.

It has been my experience 
that insurance companies keep Are 
departments up to snuff better than 
anybody else can do — even Mayors. 
They are not going to have their 
policy-holders exposed to greater 
risks than necessary, if I understand 
it. Next year. I uni willing to wager, 
there will not lie as much roadside 
parking in the night.

"wo Platoon System For Firemen Discussed At Length 
and Laid on the Table at Aldermanic Meeting 


After arguing for over nearly three 
fiurs as to whether or not the flre- 
en of Newton will be placed on a 
f o platoon basis, the aldermen Mon- 
.y night ducked the issue and again 
istponed taking definite action. The 
atter was laid on the table until the 
eeting of November 1st. The Fi- 
ance Committee, with the exception 
Alderman Heathcote reported “in- 
pedient" on the matter of appro- 
bating $4000 to start the two-platoon 
stem December 1st of this year. 
Alderman Weeks, Chairman of the 
nance Committee, in a lengthy, well 
epared speech, explained why his 
mmittee had reported adversely on 
is matter. He said in part, “The 
embers of the Board should bear in 
ind we have nothing to do with the 
•erating of the Fire Department. Two 
toons mean more men and more 
•pense. The Chief has recommended 
more men if the two platoon sys- 
m is put into effect. This will cost 
e city $60,000 per annum more. Last 
lesday a committee of the firemen 
ought a schedule which called for 
men, but they made no reference 
Ladder 3 which will require 6 men. 
leir estimate was approximately 3 
en below that of the Chief. The 
bard of Fire Underwriters calls for 
men if we are to man the two 
[atoons in accordance with its de- 
es. After a series of talks with the 
,ief it seems we should follow his 
commendations if the two platoons 
e established. Otherwise we would 
going backwards. This matter lias 
en under discussion two and a half 
ronths. We entered the consideration 
it with open minds to find some 
impelling reason to warrant the ex- 
nditure of $60,000 more per year. I 
alize it is in vogue in many cities, 
i is easier and more pleasant to grant 
mands such as this. 

{Three arguments have been ad- 
nced why the two platoon system 
ould be established. First — ‘Be- 
use it is in vogue in other places;’ 
eond — 'It will produce increased 
Tciency;’ Third — ‘The welfare of the 
en demand it.’ The first argument 
! true, and in many respects it is the 
rongest argument. But, we, here in 
iwton can analyze our own prob- 
ns. Mr. Weeks next explained how 
e Board of Underwriters rated New- 


ton high among the cities of this state 
as regards the efficiency of its Fire 
Department. The department is now 
considered efficient by the Chief and 
the Board of Underwriters. He stated 
that Chief Randlett had remarked that 
Newton has been fortunate in having 
had comparatively few fires occuring 
during meal hours when the fire com- 
panies are short handed, and that the 
city is not severely handicapped in 
this respect. 

Referring to the third argument— 
“the welfare of the firemen,” Mr. 
Weeks said, “This subject ought to, 
and has received attention.” He told 
how Newton firemen receive $2000 a 
year salaries, get one day off in three, 
two weeks vacation each year, are en- 
titled to a sick leave, which, by the 
time they have served 10 years, al- 
lows them 34 days in one year with 
75 per cent pay, and they receive pen- 
sions when they reach the age-limit. 
He continued, “In the past 16 years 
but 7 firemen in Newton have resign- 
ed; 3 of these later wanted to return. 
Men are constantly applying to get on 
the department. We aldermen know 
this to be a fact. The men must like 
the job or they would not stay on the 
department. Personally, I would pre- 
fer one day in three.” He called at- 
tention to the fact that travelling men, 
railroad employees, and men in many 
other occupations are compelled to be 
away from home much of the time. 
He said, “If the two platoon system 
would cost nothing, we would not in- 
terfere with it, but it would be -an im- 
proper use of the taxpayers’ money to 
spend $60,000 yearly, unnecessarily. 
The law passed by the Legislature in 
1919 left two methods open on the 
two platoon question. It could be es- 
tablished either by City Governments 
or by direct vote of the people. On 
two occasions the voters of Newton 
decided 2 to 1 against the two-platoon. 
We have a legal and a technical right 
to grant the two platoon. But, have 
wo a moral right to go against a ver- 
dict twice rendered by the people. We 
are here to represent the people, not 
groups. One-third of the firemen don’t 
want it. Consider it as you would any 
problem in your own business. Do 
conditions demand the increased ex- 
penditure of $60,000?”

GASOLINE GOSSIP 


More Station Permits Granted. Still 
More Asked For 


Gasoline is in the air. The fumes 
of it circulate over our streets. The 
atmosphere in the Newton aldermanic 
chamber is filled with it at every meet- 
ing. The demand for gasoline station 
permits in this city grows apace. The 
more that are granted, the more are 
asked for. Two new station permits 
were granted Monday night, a hearing 
was held on another petition, increas- 
ed storage capacity was granted to two 
stations, a sidewalk filling station 
was changed to a drive-in station, two 
petitions were referred back to the 
License Committee for further consid- 
eration — and new petitions were re- 
ceived for five more filling stations. 

Judge Thomas Weston opened the 
"gasoline program” by asking that 
Richard Monaghan, for J. V. Mona- 
ghan & Sons, be allowed to change the 
sidewalk pump at the corner of Au- 
burn and Washington streets to a 
drive-in station. He explained that 
there will be one drive leading from 
Auburn street and two leading from 
Washington street. He told the Board 
that the Chief of Police favors the 
change as It will make this corner 
more safe for traffic. There was no 
opposition. 

No person appeared to oppose the 
petition of Richard T. Leahy for a fill- 
ing station at 1447 Washington street. 
James P. Gallagher, attorney for Ben- 
nett Rockman, explained that his cli- 
ent asks for a permit on the same lo- 
cus asked for at a recent meeting by 
Gulf Refining Company. He said that 
while no opposition had developed 
against the petition of the Gulf Refin- 
ing Company, Mr. Rockman had de- 
cided to enter a new petition in his 
own name, as he is the owner of the 
land and desires to assume the re- 
sponsibility as the interested party. 
Alderman Norman Pratt asked if Mr. 
Rockman intends to operate the sta- 
tion himself? Mr. Gallagher replied 
that the station will be conducted in 
the manner which experience has 
shown will afford the most efficiency 
and economy to its customers. Later 
in the night the License Committee 
recommended that the permit be grant- 
ed and the Board so voted. 

The Rockman petition having been 
"aired”, Mr. Gallagher again took the 
tloor in behalf of Albert T. Stuart who 
petitioned that he be permitted to in- 
crease the storage capacity of gasoline 
at his station 1637 Centre street, New- 
ton Highlands from 2000 to 5000 gal- 
lons. Mr. Gallagher explained “that 
the gasoline business has developed 
rapidly of late. “A year or so ago, a 
. filling station would' sell but one grade 
I of gasoline. Today stations provide 
customers with good gasoline, better 
than “good gasoline”, and in some 
cases extraordinary gasoline. Just, as 
before the Volstead Act, certain filling 
stations sold “30 proof”, “*75 proof”, 
and “100 proof’ fuel, filling stations 
today sell some automotive fuel that 
is much more peppy than other liquid. 
Mr. Gallagher informed the aldermen 
that the different grades of gasoline 
must be stored in separate tanks — 
hence the need for a greater storage 
capacity. 

Ex-Alderman Harry Ross appeared 
for Frank Capodanno who seeks a 
building permit for a gasoline station 
at 349 Lexington street. Mr. Ross 
informed the aldermen that Capodanno 
received a permit in 1922 for a side- 
end of the lot at the corner of Lexing- 
walk pump which he located at the tip 
ton and Freeman streets. He has 
changed the location of this pump to 
allow for a drive-in station and wants 
to erect a building in connection with 
the station. City Clerk Grant read a 
letter of protest from residents of that 
neighborhood who object to such a 
building being placed in a residential 
district. Maxwell Hutchins asserted 
the petition is simply a step to trans- 
fer the station to some big oil com- 
pany. He asked why the pump had 
been located at the corner when the 
permit granted a few years ago speci- 
fied that it be located at the rear of 
349 Lexington street, 250 feet distant? 
James Garvey of 117 Freeman street, 
told the aldermen that his house was 
located nearer to the former site of 
the Capadanno filling station than was 
tlie Capadanno house and that he and 
his family had been frequently awak- 
ened late at night by autoists looking 
for gasoline. Garvey said “that he 
suggested to Capadanno that a sign he 
placed at the pump with an arrow 
pointing towards the Capadanno home, 
that midnight customers would

FAREWELL SERMON 


Rev. Dr. J. Edgar Park Closes His Pastorate at the 
Second Church of West Newton 


A congregation which filled to over- 
flowing the spacious Second Church of 
West Newton gathered last Sunday 
morning to hear Rev. Dr. Park’s fare- 
well sermon and to show the regard 
and affection in which he is held by 
the church and community. 

The sermon was as follows, — 

“I thank my God upon every re- 
membrance of you.” 

Philipplans 1:3 
It is a rare, a beautiful relation of 
which that can be said after nineteen 
years. I can say It sincerely with 
hardly the slightest touch of reserva- 
tion. There are of course, in life cer- 
tain irreducible snags which no ex- 
perience or exercise of forbearance 
seems able to avoid. We have met 
hardly any of these in our relations. 
There have been practically no bitter 
words or unkind thoughts all these 
years. We have been looking the same 
way, working for the same end, and 
you have had such a living faith in 
your minister’s powers of growth that 
you have overlooked wonderfully all 
my shortcomings because you be- 
lieved, in spite of them all. I was a 
lover of God, of the Church, and of 
you. 

Nineteen years ago to this day, Oc- 
tober third, 1907, I was standing in 
Bliss’s Drug Store in Andover, Mass., 
when I was told that there was a tele- 
phone call for me which had Just 
come. I went to the telephone and 
heard the voice of Captain S. E. How- 
ard at the other end of the line. He 


said, “I want to tell you that meetings 
were held last night of both the 
church and parish in West Newton 
and that both organizations unani- 
mously called you to be our minister.” 
Since then you have supported me 
with the same unanimity. 

I was then a young man in the twen- 
ties. in a small country church. I had 
hardly been five years in this country. 
Yet you showed your faith in me by 
calling me to this important centre to 
undertake a position which seemed to 
.need experienced wisdom and to be 
suited for a much older man. 

Our success during these years I at- 
tribute to two facts: (1) That I was 
really a believer in religion and 
trusted entirely to religious motives 
in entering upon and carrying on the 
work of the church. My whole aim 
has been to make the life of God in 
the heart of man attractive, beautiful, 
inspiring and useful in our daily lives. 

(2) To the fact that in spite of dis- 
couragements, there remained loyal to 
this church a little group of people 
who were the salt of the earth. 

Things have changed. Of the nine 
men whose names are in the printed 
program of my installation service, 
only two are living in this world to- 
day. But there has been also won- 
derful permanence, for of the 23 men 
who signed my call to this church no 
one has moved away to live somewhere 
else in the country and only 9 have 
passed on. The names of those who

Newton high dofented Natick high 
on Claflin Field last Saturday after- 
noon 18 to 6 before a crowd of over 
2500 spectators. Newton again show- 
ed marked improvement over tile pre- 
ceding game, and outdid themselves 
on the defense by making perfect 
tackles time after time. Natick was 
penalized several times for the Ille- 
gal use of ends and rough playing. 

Captain Andres won the toss and 
elected to defend the south goal with 
Natick kicking off. After one play 
Proctor kicked. Natick started off 
fast and with the exception of a five 
yard penalty for being in motion be- 
fore the hall was snapped forced 
Newton back to the 10-yard line. Here 
on the fourth down Natick was off- 
side and was penalized five yards. 

Captain Andres could have refused 
the penalty and received the ball but 
he neglected to do so. Natick failed 
to complete a forward pass and New- 
ton took the ball on her 10-yard stripe. 

Proctor immediately kicked. It was 
a beautiful punt and placed the hall 
on Natick’s 25-yard line. Natick 
fumbled and the hall bounced right 
into Joe GUligan’s arms. This led to 
Newton’s first score. A lateral from 
Spain to Proctor netted 15 yards. Spain 
gained a yard. Proctor six. and Gllll- 
gan went over. Spain kicked the goal 
but it was not allowed as Newton 
was offside. Newton nearly scored 
again before the end of the first period 
when a bad pass by the Natick centre 
eluded the backfield men. One of two 
Newton men breaking through acci- 
dentally kicked the ball trying to pick 
it up and made the ball dead. 

No score was made in the second 
session, the play being confined to 
within the 35-yard line stripes. It was 
in this period that Cole and Gilligan 
got in several deadly tackles that stop- 
ped Natick. Natick was penalized 15 
yards for slugging midway of the per- 
iod. 

By means of a forward pass from 
Spain to Bennett which netted about 
thirty yards and placed the ball on 
the 15-yard line, Newton was enabled 
to score again. Proctor and Gilligan 
gained five yards. Proctor tossed a 
forward to Spain which the latter 
picked out of the air off of the finger 
tips of a Natick man who juggled the 
ball as he went to intercept it. With 
the ball on the one yard line Gilligun 
was called on to take it over. Spain 
failed to kick the goal as the Natick 
ends were through and blocked the 
attempt. 

Proctor kicked off to Natick’s 10- 
yard line.

It was the first and quite probably 
the last time that Natick high school 
will have a place on Newton's sched- 
ule.

Football, played according to the rul- 
es. requires a rugged and healthy con- 
stitution to withstand the normal 
rough usage of bodily contact and 
hard ground. But when the partici- 
pants indulge in slugging and unwar- 
ranted roughness under cover and out 
of sight of the officials in charge of 
the game it is time that those players 
should be ostracized. When the man 
with the ball has been tackled and 
some other opposing player comes 
along, sits on his lieud and jumps up 
and down on him, or when a player de- 
liberately hits the man on the ground 
in the face with his clenched fist, 
that player has brokeu every rule of 
sportsmanship, aud shown himself to 
he unfit to represent any team on the 
athletic field. It is hard to believe 
that any coach, scholastic or other- 
wise. would permit the players under 
his direction to indulge in such raeth- 


had the support of liis teammates that 
he should have had, but he did not 
have to do it all by any means last 
Saturday. Joe Gilligan made several 
pretty tackles and was a stone wall 
in the secondary defence. But the 
first line defence did not permit the 
Natick carriers to get through as of- 
ten as has been the case heretofore.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

It will bo interesting to observe how 
many non-voters will take advantage 
of the present opportunity to have 
their names placed on the registration 
lists. Let’s forget the light vote in the 
recent state primaries, which is some- 
thing of which Newton has every rea- 
son to be ashamed, and look forward. 
Instead of scolding both the men and 
women of our city for their failure to 
.perform a plain civic duty we should 
urge them to make sure it doesn’t 
happen again. 

And now for those who are eligible 
I to vote but who are not officially on 
the lists. If they lived in almost any 
other Massachusetts city they would 
find more than one individual at their 
door arguing the importance of the 
ballot. These other municipalities 
take their politics more seriously than 
Newton. They are quite apt to go too 
f far. however, and play the game for 
all there is in it. Such a state of af- 
fairs has its disadvantages, as I have 
sought to point out in this column. 

Surely Newton people have had an 
| object lesson — six of them at least. 

They have seen that a popular candi- 
j date can be elected and reelected and 
J then some. How has it been done? 
By votes. And how have these votes 
been obtained? By seeing to it that 
the registration lists contained the 
name of every man and woman known 
to he in favor of the candidate. 

If Newton desires to hold up its 
head as a community where civic pride 
is uppermost it has got to show' it at 
the polls. Both political parties in 
Newton, as I view it. are content to 
take things as they come. They seem 
to think people need not be urged to 
register. But human nature is no dif- 
ferent in Newton than elsewhere and 
a potential voter is quite unlikely to 
put himself out unless convinced that 
it is necessary. 

It isn’t too late for a little hustling. 
I can think of no better Republican 
t» an Mayor Childs himself to take 
charge of increasing registration fig- 
ures. That, of course, w'ould not be- 
come the chief executive of the city, 
hut he is the best man I know of to 
. tell others how it may he done.

I wish that more visit- 
ors could see it before it closes and 
unhesitatingly recommend it as well 
worth one’s time. 


It has been suggested that I submit 
my written impressions of the Sesqui- 
f Centennial exposition. Indeed Mr. 
Cabot Park, the columnist, has chal- 
lenged me. Like the older and more 
illustrious members of the Cabot fam- 
ily, John and Sebastian, he is a dis- 
coverer of remarkable powers. So 
keen is his eye and so active his brain 
he can find things the existence of 
which others are completely unaware. 
His latest achievement is having un- 
covered in my previous allusions to 
the “Sesqui” a “high hat” attitude to- 
wards that much-discussed enterprise. 

For the benefit of my friend with 
the recreational cognomen I should 
like to repeat that I have never held 
any but the sincerest wishes for the 
“Sesqui’s” success. As far as that 
goes Philadelphia is the best town to 
visit in the United States. I have al- 
ways enjoyed myself there. I like the 
place and the people and wouldn’t hurt 
their feelings for the world. 

Furthermore, I am not against the 
“Sesqui” and never was. I merely 
said I was glad Massachusetts had not 
lot itself in for any such financial tan- 
gle and “white elephant” in celebra- 
tion of a great historical event. I still 
believe Philadelphia has made a mis- 
take but that conviction calls for my 
sympathy and such I would freely be- 
stow. 

The efforts of the people of Phila- 
delphia deserve a far wider support 
than they have received. The chief 
, fault of the “Sesqui" management, it 
appears, was their eagerness to open 


Advice as to the proper observance 
of “Fire Prevention Week” has been 
widely circulated and has doubtless re- 
sulted in a vast amount of good.

If we are to observe strictly 
throughout the year the advice laid 
down for “Fire Prevention Week” we 
might refuse all “touches” for “smok- 
es” and “matches." A man who is so 
thoughtless as not to provide himself 
with matches or anything to smoke is 
just the one who would start a fire 
and think nothing of it. That much 
we have learned from the lessons of 
the past five days. 

Another thought comes from real 
life. A strong, young son of a Newton 
household argued that ho didn’t have 
to bring up coal for tho kitchen range 
on “Fire Prevention Week.” He 
thought himself a joker, but when he 
had concluded an interview with his 
father he was ready to take a Job as 
stoker on the Leviathan. So, you see, 
you mny sometimes lie wrong when 
you think you’re funny.

a City Hall of ancient design and con- 
struction and yet of ample proportions. 
It reminds one of tho Federal Building 
in Boston and, although 1 have had 
no architectural training, seems to me 
to have been turned out of a similar 
mould. About the only difference is 
the size. It is larger than Boston’s 
Federal Building but appears to have 
as extensive a collection of the dust 
of ages and quite as dingy and uninvit- 
ing an interior. 

No, I must take that back in part. 
The Mayor has an outer office which 
surpasses in size and dignity thut of 
any of the larger cities I happened to 
have visited.

The room was excep- 
tionally high-studded and contained 
some magnificent furniture, u little 
shop-worn perhaps but substantial in 
appearance. 


And the welcoming speech of the 
Mayor of Philadelphia that went with 
it! The Chief Executive know how to 
extend the hospitality of his city. 
“We have looked forward to your 
coming." he said. But the way iu 
which he said it was what made the 
hit. I cannot believe those tender 
words could be delivered with more ir- 
resistible eloquence in any other place 
in the world unless it he our own 
West Newton. 


"Now is tile time for householders

Tho commission is really striving to 
help the people uud even if it seems to 
he dealiug with the A B C of home 
maintenance it is doing its duty. There 
are many people who couduct their 
homes with no thought of system aud 
for whom the commission might well 
establish a kindergarten ou house- 
keeping.

Authentic facts on both sides of pro- 
posed referenda will often help a puz- 
zled citizen to decide upon a question. 
Such an "information bureau,” even if 
open only at certain hours, often will 
accomplish a good deal with a small 
outlay of money and effort.” 

The General Federation Chairman, 
Mrs. Alvord, recommends having, pre- 
primary. informal meetings at which 
prospective candidates for office may 
be considered, and the undesirables 
eliminated, so avoiding long lists of 
aspirants at primaries. 

Lastly, Mrs. Crockett recommends 
"Coming-out parties” for the young 
people, just becoming eligible for reg- 
istration. with music, dancing, refresh- 
ments — and "rousing good patriotic 
speakers!” 

All of which proves that the Wo- 
men’s Clubs and all Organizations are 
eager and willing, as tlieir time per- 
mits, to bring these Citizenship mat- 
ters before their members. And these 
recommendations show, further, as 
your editor believes, that these mat- 
ters of information should be carried 
forward under some organization in 
Newton, especially formed for this one 
concentrative aim, with no other myr- 
iad interests as the Clubs have, and of 
a strictly non-partisan nature. To in- 
troduce politics into Clubs, however 
well-intentioned the motive, becomes 
a dangerous policy, and defies the most 
tactful of individuals. For the inter- 
ests of Club formation, politics must 
be kept from their aims, and more- 
over. the information that a non-par- 
tisan organization could secure and 
have time to search out, and give to 
.all citizens would be sure to come 
from all sources, and not from the 
few self-interested associations that 
are bringing forward their pet refer- 
enda. 

It is devoutly hoped that with this 
seasonable plea from leading Club- 
women for a place for reliable, and 
just information, the Clubwomen of 
Newton will take interest in the op- 
portune forming of the new organiza- 
tion in project for our City which is 
scheduled to do just this.

have passed through the veil in which 
new life begins, I read with re- 
newed affection and greetings of con- 
tinued coinradeBhip:— 8. Edward How- 
ard, Charles A. Wyman, Clinton L. 
Eddy. William O. Bell, Vernon E. Car- 
penter, Robert W. Williamson, Benja- 
min S. Palmer, Edwin C. Griffin, Ed- 
ward B. Wilson. Fourteen are still 
witli uh today. 

We are fortunate (for I still hope 
to remain a member of this Church) 
In persuading Mr. Underwood to con- 
tinue in charge during the period till 
you find another leader. He has shown 
himself so heartily In accord with our 
spirit and has the devotion and ability 
which fits him for large service. You 
will be proud of him in the years to 
come. I do not charge you to be loyal 
to this church as any severe act of 
duty; but I know that you will keep 
the fires of true religion burning here 
and I leave you in the hands of Mr. 
Underwood and Mr. Bates as those 
who will carry on all that is fine in 
our traditions and achievement. 

I am leaving because this church is 
in the very best condition now to be 
transferred to another leader. Every- 
thing is harmonious and life floods 
every department of the church’s ac- 
tivity. 

I leave because I have ambitions in 
the years I hope still to have before 
me to carry certain ideas in the field 
of education, I do not feel that I am 
leaving the ministry, but merely en- 
tering service in another company 
whose ends are the same. 

I leave because I think it is good 
for you to have a change. I recognize 
that 1 look at things from a very per- 
sonal standpoint. Most people can 
only agree with me in part. This 
makes me suspect that there are sides 
of the truth which arc very important 
but which do not happen to appeal 
much to me. These other sides of the 
truth ought to have their chance on 
the next generation. "Everybody puts 
first his own point of view, but it is 
not the whole truth." 

Seeing that i am not going to he 
pastoV of another church. I think I 
may be permitted to say a few things 
about the kind of man you should look 
for as the new minister. (1). I am 
old fashioned enough to believe that 
a minister ought to he a really reli- 
gious man. You must be able to dis- 
tinguish between professional religion 
and the genuine article. It is very 
easy to preach eloquent sermons on 
morals, on politics, or Bible History 
and to have the net results as barren 
of religion as a proposition in geom- 
etry. Yet you will enjoy such ser- 
mons, they will be interesting and in- 
structive and inspiring. But do not 
be taken in by them if they lack 
power. Power manifests itself when 
on Tuesday or Friday you are remind- 
ed of the Sunday service and find 
yourself actually doing somethiing for 
the love of God which adds to the hap- 
piness of some other person. You will 
have to distinguish between pumpeil- 
up pulpit emotions and the genuine 
article. I tell you a secret. It is quite

led bo ably and each member of which 
hns poured out voice and heart and 
houI into the beauty of our services. 

I look at our beautiful church, each 
detail of which was thought out with 
such care and came into material be- 
ing even better than our dreams. 

I look at all, and It seems to me as 
If here the century plant had Indeed 
suddenly come Into bloom. This ex- 
perience of ours these years and now 
Is like the flower which a group of 
human beings is nhle to produce rare- 
ly, once In a hundred years, perhaps. 
So many diverse shades of light and 
Joy, bo much good-will, so tender a 
fragrance. It seems as though we 
would like to pluck the flower and pre- 
serve it in a vase of water, Just as it 
is, forever. 

It cannot be. A flower is made for 
its few moments of lovelinesB. It is 
a pity to try to force it into perma- 
nence, to preserve it as some waxy 
ghost of itself, to press it between the 
leaves of the book of time. It is to 
be enjoyed in the moments of its glory. 
Then it goes. There will never he 
another the same. 

But the storehouses of God’s bounty 
are crammed with undiscovered beau- 
ty. Here this group of human beings 
lias come into lovely blossom. It will 
do so again, for other latent forces un- 
touched as yet have been waiting their 
hundred years to bloom. Another 
great period of church life lies ahead, 
different, but with colors and shades 
of beauty in it unknown in this. 

So I conclude my ministry here with 
two verses. One is the text which I 
almost believe you can say in your 
hearts as well as I — "I thank my God 
upon every remembrance of you.” and 
the other from a book in the Bible 
from which I doubt if I have ever be- 
fore quoted in these 19 years, the Book 
of Haggai. 

“I will fill this house with glory, 
said the Lord of Hosts. The glory of 
the latter house shall be greater than 
of the former, and in this place will I 
give peace."

DEATH OF OLD RESIDENT 


Charles W. Leatherbee, a well 
known Boston lumber merchant and 
treasurer of Leatherbee Company, died 
at his West Newton home, in which 
he had lived for nearly fifty years, on 
Monday afternoon. He was born in 
Boston on June 19. 1853, the second 
son of William Holt Leatherbee. a 
prominent figure in the lumber busi- 
ness for many years, and his wife, 
Mary Jane (Millard) Leatherbee. 

Of pure old New England stock on 
both sides, his ancestors having set- 
tled in Massachusetts before the eigh- 
teenth century, like all descendants of 
the early immigrants, he counted 
among them many who were active in 
civic and military life. 

Mr. Leatherbee was a member of 
the class of 1874 of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology; a charter 
member of the Exchange Club, and a 
member of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company. 

He is survived by his widow, for- 
merly Miss Harriet Gray Felton, whom 
he married at Newton on May 7, 1876; 
a daughter, Miss Eleanor W. Leather- 
bee; and three sons. Clifton F. Leath- 
erbee of West Newton, also in the lum- 
ber business; Robert W. Leatherbee 
of Falmouth, and Frederic K. Leather- 
bee of West Newton. 

His funeral was held Thursday af- 
ternoon at his late residence. Rev. 
Paul Phalen officiating. Selections 
were played by a trio of harp, /iolin 
and cello. Interment was in Newton 
Cemetery.

ACTION ON TWO PLATOON SYSTEM 
AGAIN DEFERRED 


(Continued from Page 1) 


Alflermnn Noone inquired if Chief 
Rnndlett accounted for the incrense 
in fire losses in Newton in the last 
10 years? The AVard 4 alderman stat- 
ed that the fire loss in 1916 was $32,- 
000, and in 1926, $131,000. Alderman 
Weeks replied that Newton has grown 
tremendously, so it must be expected 
that the fire losses will increase. Al- 
derman Baker said that it is unfair to 
refer to the loss in any one year. Fire 
Underwriters always take a period of 
years to arrive at a comparison. The 
average for the five years around 1916 
was $64,000; for the last five years it 
has been $91,000. Compart'd .with the 
increased value of buildings in New- 
ton, the fire loss has desrea^edl 

Alderman Heathcote said, “It is get- 
ting to be the custom to say ‘Give the 
people their ConstiButional Rights." 
The Direct Vote is being advocated on 
the modification of the Volstead Act." 
The Ward 4 Alderman stated that the 
Board of Aldermen is similar to a 
Board of Directors. All facts should 
be viewed and action taken according- 
ly. No member of the aldermen, ac- 
cording to him, should follow through 
on the adverse report of the Finance 
Committee. He asserted that the ques- 
tion of the two platoon involved the 
health, lives and happiness of the fire- 
men. He read Mayor Childs letter fa- 
voring the granting of the two platoon 
system, and quoted the article by Lev- 
erett Bentley in the “NEWTON GRA- 
PHIC” advocating the two platoons. 
He read a list of the number of men 
on duty at the various lire stations in 
the city during meal hours, to prove 
that the department is undermanned. 
He referred to the serious fire at the 
planing mill at Auburndale as an in- 
stance of lack of sufficient men on. the 
fire apparatus at meal times. He read 
a letter from Chief A'Hearn of the 
Watertown Fire Department com- 
mending the two platoons. Chief 
A’Hearn eulogized this system and 
among other things said that cities 
cannot get the best service from dis- 
contented firemen, and that firemen 
today not working under the two pla- 
toon system are the most discontented 
men in the country. He also read 
letters from the fire chiefs of Waltham 
and Brookline praising the two pla- 
toon method. According to Mr. Heath- 
cote, although Newton is one of the 
wealthiest cities in the state, the fire- 
men here receive salaries below the 
average. 

The Ward 5 alderman read from an 
article by Henry Ford in “World 
Work” explaining Mr. Ford’s human- 
itarian attitude towards his employ- 
ees and his advocacy of a five day 
working week, or 40 hours. He con- 
trasted with this short working week 
the long number of hours during 
which the firemen served each week, 
and urged his colleagues to shape their 
policy along humanitarian lines. He 
quoted an article printed in the “Bos- 
ton Globe” last winter telling of the 
hardships endured one very cold night 
by the Newton firemen while they 
were fighting a fire in Auburndale. 
He argued that the men composing the 
Newton Fire Department are of a high 
type and cited John Corcoran Jr., who 
served with Alderman Weeks in 
France, as an example. He read fi- 
gures from a report of City Comptrol- 
ler AVhite to indicate that the $60,000 
which the two platoon system would 
cost, would be absorbed by savings in 
city expenses next year. He hoped 
Newton will not remain at the tail- 
end of the procession in granting the 
two platoons to the firemen. 

Alderman Weeks replied “that he 
did not state he is in favor of the 
people settling the two platoon sys- 
tem by direct vote. He does not be- 
lieve in the referendum, and prefer- 
red to have the aldrmen vote on the 
matter, and do so at this meeting.” 
He remarked that the figures of Comp- 
troller White, quoted by Mr. Heath- 
cote, did not prove that the $60,000 
will be absorbed next year, but that 
it is fact that this increased expendi- 
ture will mean an item of 50c on the 
tax rate. 

Alderman Favinger said, “No ques- 
tion has been given more considera- 
tion since I have been a member of 
the Board.” He told of the Finance 
Committee having consulted a num- 
ber of times with the Fire Chief and 
with the committee of firemen peti- 
tioning. He asserted that two platoons 
simply means two shifts, will mean an 
expenditure of at least $300,000 in the 
next five years and will constantly 
become more expensive. He said “The 
argument that everybody else is do- 
ing it, is the weakest that can be ad- 
vanced.” The Waban alderman called 
attention to the great increase in tax- 
es in late years, and remarked that 
(every 501 we add to tax rates puts an 
extra burden on thousands of work- 
ingmen who can ill afford it. He ad- 
vocated the reduction of taxes rather 
than inrreasing them. Mr. Favinger 
stated that the Newton fire department 
is one of the most efficient in the state, 
more efficient than many where 
the two platoon system is in effect. 

President Pratt took he floor to 
speak on the question and explained 
that the Board of Fire. Underwriters 
and the Finance Committee had con- 
ferred recently at Boston to deliberate 
what improvements Newton can make 
in its Fire Department to be accorded 
a lower insurance rate on property in 


Mr. Pratt told the Board that Chief 
Randlett was asked In what way $60,- 

000 could be best expended to Improve 
the Department and answered that the 
installation of an improved signal 
system was most needed. He sug- 
gested that ns Newton firemen put in 
more hohrs of dhty than do firemen in 
other cities, that instead of the two- 
platoon system, they he given an in- 
crease of $60 or $100 in their salaries. 

Alderman Madden said he always 
Relieves in settliny the problem as a 
local matter. He does not believe in 
favoring unduly any one department. 
He does not advocate giving the fire- 
men 100 per cent of their demands 
when employees of the Street Depart- 
ment. Library Department and other 
departments in this city receive far 
less proportionately of their demands 
than do the firemen. He stated that 
in the past few years Newton’s firemen 
have received increases in pay and 
one day off in three, that Newton’s 
zoning and building laws make this 
city unusually free from fire hazards. 
He advocated, if the two platoon sys- 
tem is established that it be done as a 
local ordinance and not under the 
state statutes, as asked for by the fire- 
men. His reason for this, he ex- 
plained is — that in many places In this 
state where the two platoons have 
been given, the firemen have engaged 
in other work on their time off, and 
have successfully resisted the efforts 
of their superiors to prevent them 
from taking extra jobs. He stated he 
is opposed to the “two platoon" at the 
present time. Alderman Collins also 
registered his opposition to it. He 
said while Alderman Heathcote is sin- 
cere, the rest of us are just as sincere 
and just as desirous to have the fire- 
men fairly treated. Alderman Fitts 
also was opposed. He remarked that 
if the city spends money giving the 
firemen two platoons, it will be more 
difficult to increase their salaries. 

Alderman Hodgdon said, 

“Those opposed to the two platoon 
have advanced reasons for the stand 
they take, which do not seem sound 
to me. This is not a question of sen- 
timentality. The real issue is not of 
treatment of employees of our city, 
but is that of efficiency of an impor- 
tant Department. It is one of safety, 
of protection of life and property. It 
may be as my brother Alderman from 
Waban states that political expediency 
put the two platoon in other cities, but 

1 call your attention to the fact that 
no member of the opposition has sug- 
gested, nor can they property do so, 
that the two-platoon is not more effi- 
cient than the plan in effect now. Re- 
sults only, should interest and influ- 
ence the members of this board. 

The statement of the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee that he would 
favor this plan if it did not cost any- 
thing, does not seem to be very intelli- 
gent. This board has voted to spend 
money for things not as essential to 
the city’s welfare. Besides this I 
know of nothing you can get without 
paying for today. Shoes or Automo- 
biles, Police Protection or Fire Pro- 
tection you get what you pay for. I 
prefer Fire Protection that is nearly 
100 per cent efficient, not 50 per cent 
deficient.” 

Alderman Grebenstein asked that the 
matter be referred back for further 
study. Alderman Collins asked him 
if he meant that the Finance Commit- 
tee study it, or Mr. Grebenstein? Al- 
derman Gordon said that he agreed 
with Mr. Grebenstein because the 
other members of the Board should 
ronfer with the Board of Fire Under- 
writers just as the Finance Committee 
had done. Alderman Weeks said he 
had no desire to stop any ef- 
forts of the aldermen to obtain 
information, blit as the matter had 
been thoroughly discussed and studied 
for the past three months, if it is re- 
ferred back, a special committee 
should be appointed to do the added 
studying. Alderman Gallagher ven- 
tured the remark, “I think if the mat- 
ter is put to a vote tonight, it would 
be carried. I suggest that the Finance 
Committee wait." Alderman Weeks 
replied, “I would like to see it is voted 
on tonight. If you have the votes, put 
it through, and carry it.” Alderman 
Leahy ended the debate by moving 
that the matter "be laid on the table" 
until the meeting of November 1st. 

At this time, the members of the 
press, overcome at the anti-climax 
caused by the equivocating of the al- 
dermen, left the aldermanie chamber 
to seek the outer atmosphere and be- 
come revived. It appeared that those 
members of the aldermen who favored 
the “two-platoon”— were afraid, and 
those who opposed it, were likewise 
too timid, to have a showdown on this 
matter. 


SECOND MEETING OF MOVEMENT 

> TO INCREASE M MBElR OF 
VOTERS 

The second meeting of those inter- 
ested in the attempt started by the 
American Legion to increase the num- 
ber of voters in Newton, was held 
Tuesday night at the Newton Club. 
About 25 were present. Joseph Bart- 
lett nominated Leon Rogers as chair- 
man of the meeting. Mr. Bartlett, as 
Chairman of the ronunittee appointed 
by Col. Stopford at the preceding meet- 
ing, reported that his committee — 
which consisted of Miss Emma Cool- 
idge, Grosvenor Calkins, Maynard 
Hutchinson, William J. Doherty and 
himself, has decided that no existing 
organization in Newton was properly 
qualified to carry out the work in 
view. It recommended that a commit- 
tee of twenty, to be composed equally 
of men and women be selected from 
representative citizens of the city to 
co-operate with all existing organiza- 
tions, to increase interest in citizen- 
ship in this city. This committee 
should be strictly non-partisan in char- 
acter and should not be confused with 
"Good Government” or "Voters 
League” movements. 

Leon Rogers asked Mr. Bartlett if 
the financing of the project had been 
considered? The latter replied that 
the committee of twenty would deter- 
mine the financial question. Mr. 
Bartlett said that it is generally ad- 
mitted that the Republican and Demo- 
cratic City Committees in Newton are 
not functioning. This statement 
brought a rejoinder from Alderman 
Baker, who stutod that he has served 
10 years on the Republican Ward Com- 
mittee, and he knows the difficulty of 
bringing persons to register and vote. 
He told that his Ward Committee has

sent out yearly over 1900 letters and 
made many personal visits — in its 
efforts to persuade persons to vote, but 
that the results have been discourag- 
ing. He stated that out of 10,000 un- 
registered voters in this city, but 200 
have registered so far this year, and 
that they will not register and vote, 
unless some special issue arouses 
their interest. He thought that the 
present primary system is largely to 
blame for the apathy, and that better 
men could be put in office if a return 
will be made to the old caucus sys- 
tem. 

Maynard Hutchinson said the move- 
ment should start modestly and sim- 
ply, and concentrate on the proposi- 
tion of getting intelligent voters to go 
to the polls. He suggested that quo- 
tations from such men as Lincoln and 
Roosevelt — urging citizens to do their 
civic duty — be printed on slips, which 
would be enclosed along with club, 
society and church notices. Also that 
the children at school write appeals 
to their parents to go to the polls. 

Principal Irving O. Palmer of the 
High School told of the instruction 
which has been given for some years 
to pupils at that school to acquaint 
them with civic matters. He said the 
results have been satisfactory and he 
thinks the children who have been in- 
structed will take an active interest 
in years to come in matters pertaining 
to government, and will form a group 
of intelligent voters. 

Mr. Bartlett said that those present 
could talk all night, but that the only 
way to accomplish anything would he 
by appointing the committee and have 
it get busy. He advocated Leon Rog- 
ers as Chairman of the committee. 
Mr. Rogers expressed the opinion that, 
any persons might imagine that he 
sought political honors, should he 
serve as chairman, although he has no 
desire to run for office. He agreed to 
serve providing that Mr. Bartlett and 
the others on the committee appointed 
by Col. Stopford would assist him. 
Mr. Bartlett declined because he has 
not the time. C. Raymond Cabot said 
that all, including Mr. Bartlett, should 
serve, but that everybody seemed 
afraid to take the lead. 

Philip Carter said he was not afraid 
to start the movement; he had taken a 
number of “call-downs” already be- 
cause of his interest in it. He thought 
that Alderman Baker’s pessimism is 
due to the fact that he is one of the 
few who has been “working his head 
off” trying to make indifferent citizens 
do their duty. He thinks fraternal 
orders can do more than they have 
been doing in promoting citizenship. 

It was voted by the meeting that 
Mr. Rogers, with the advice of such a 
group as he might select, appoint the 
committee of twenty to assume charge 
of the movement.

FROM THE COLLEGES

“The Big Red Train” screeches as 
we roll Into Ithaca and climb the hills 
that give rise to the words "Far above 
Cayuga’* Waters.” Hero is where the 
students of Cornell gather and here 
ns in many of the colleges we find 
hoys from Newton progressing on the 
tramelled road to higher education. 
Without a doubt the University’s en- 
gineering course is one of the most 
difficult of its kind in the country, and 
a student who has successfully passed 
the requirements is worthy of his de- 
gree. Although Cornell is co-educa- 
tional, the fairer sex are in the minor- 
ity. In consequence, many believe it 
to be entirely a school for men. 

The members of the Red are fairly 
numerous, chief, perhaps among them 
is Philip Hoyt, Newton ’23, Cornell 
'27, who, while at high school was 
leader in the major portion 
of the activities of the year. 
He was a player on the varsity 
football squad, indulged to a great de- 
gree in hockey, and was prominent in 
all manner of extra-curricula work. 
He played baseball for two years and 
was on the cast of the senior play the 
last term of school. At Cornell, he 
has made an outstanding record, being 
first of all president of the Red Key, 
the organization that takes care of all 
the visiting athletic squads. It is one 
of the most desired positions among 
under-graduates and the office betok- 
ens the esteem that the holder is held 
in by his selectors. He is also cap- 
tain of hockey which, although it is 
a minor sport, is finding favor and in 
years to come should come into its 
own peculiar right. In the same class 
is Richard Walter of Auburndale, who 
was a high jumper while at Newton 
under Robert’s direction. His records 
that year helped Newton materially in 
producing a championship team. 

In the class of 1928 are two boys 
rho, while at Newton, made athletic 
history, Tudor Bowen and Howard 
Weeks. Bowen was one of the most 
active men during his entire time 
there. He played football for three 
years, being all-scholastic and captain- 
elect in 1924, when illness forced him 
to give up the sport. As a centre, he 
ranked with the best in the state. For 
the same number of years he was a 
member of the track squad, one of the 
best men in the weights since the time 
of “Clucker” Johnson. In school work 
he was a leading student especially in 
literary pursuits, a columnist on the 
"Newtonite,” having the questionable 
honor of being the originator of the 
“Don Alceste” column, which was the 
bane of otherwise happy couples, 
member of the Senior play and of the 
student epuncil. At Cornell he has 
added to his excellent foundation and 
now is erecting a splendid reputation 
in his chosen field, the journalistic 


work. A member of the Junior “Sun” 
Board, the group Troin which the edi- 
tor is chosen next yenr, It is the prem- 
ier literary honor at the command or 
the school authorities. His work on 
this paper has won him fame, which 
added to Ills personality has made him 
om of the most populur men on the 
campus. Howard B. WeekR of New- 
ton Highlands is that sprinter who al- 
lied with two or three other men to 
tiring Newton to the fore in track. A 
member of the relay team that made 
the memorable trip to Philadelphia, 
he was one of the best dash men in 
the New England states. He went out 
for football and would have been a 
great end but for the coaches fear of 
possible Injury, which kept him out of 
the game. Upon his advent to the 
heights of Ithaca he injured his hack, 
which forced him to stay away from 
competition during his freshman term. 
But the following year he made his 
first bid for a place. He pushed Rus- 
sell regularly and finally found his 
niche as runner-up to the American 
champion. If. he continues in the line 
of his past attainments he may pos- 
sibly be a successor to his leader. 

From Newton last year went one of 
its best men in the journalistic line. 
Robert D. Quick, Newton ’25, was one 
of the founders and real workers on 
the “Newtonite,” the school organ that 
has taken such high rank in scholastic 
circles. As news editor he was di- 
rectly responsible for the high plane 
that the news force reached and has 
been strivng to maintain ever since. 
He was a member of the Legislature 
and Business Manager of the year 
hook. Last, season he was “cutting” 
for the "Sun” but his eyes gave out 
on him and he was forced to give it 
up. This year he is on the Sopho- 
more Board of Editors which corres- 
ponds to the Junior Board only that 
it is more numerous. 

This fall Sam Moore, the crack 
shot from Newton, is on his way out 
to the home of the Big Red Team. Be 
sides being the best marksman for 
his age in the United States. Sam is 
quite a sprinter. He placed last win- 
ter in many meets and is a letter 
wearer at Newton. A close student of 
mathematics, he is engrossed in their 
powers and plans his own progress 
along their lines.

Council, under whose auspices the 
meeting was heirs. The program was 
arranged for the first* meeting of the 
first named Club, of whose personnel 
the last two Clubs are also largely 
made up. 

Eliot Wadsworth, formerly assistant 
to the United States treasurer, An- 
drew J. Mellen, ami Chairman of the 
Board of Sinking Fund Commission- 
ers of Boston, issued in his address a 
warning to the Republican Party that 
unless all their voters turned out this 
fall they would not achieve a victory, 
with the election of Governor Fuller, 
Senator Butler, and their associates 
on the ticket. He warned of the 
apathy due to prosperity, and com- 
pared the keen interest in elections at 
a time of depression or difficulties 
which voters realized they could 
could change by their choice of names 
on the ballot. 

"If any substantial number of Re- 
publicans fail to vote on November 
2nd .or vote for a Democrat on some 
minor issue, the Republican Party 
will be defeated,” said Mr. Wadsworth. 
“This means a repudiation of the poli- 
cies of the party and of President 
Coolidge. Such a defeat might mark 
the end of one of the most extraor- 
dinary periods in our national devel- 
opment.” 

Mr. Wadsworth’s speech was a vig- 
orous appeal for the retention in office 
of Senator Butler and Governor Fuller 
on the records of their administrations, 
and the prosperity which the country 
has enjoyed under the Republicans. 
He suggested that this election be 
taken as a "referendum on maintain- 
ing good government and prosperity, 
or risking both by making u change 
when no change is needed or de- 
served.” 

The subject matter of his speech 
may be seen in the above quotations,

Marjorie Warren Leadbetter, the 
noted New England soprano, is now the 
soloist at the Newton Centre Baptist 
Church.

know who owned the pump.” Ac- 
cording to Garvey, Capadanno refused 
to follow this suggestion, saying, 
“Then they will wake us.” 

George W. Wood of 373 Lexington 
street objected. He stated “There are 
three tilling stations 100 yards distant 
at Auburndale Square, and others near 
the corner of Lexington and River 
streets. The station will face the 
front doors of twenty nearby houses 
and the residents of these houses will 
have their sleep spoiled by the auto- 
mobiles which will patronize this sta- 
tion late at night." Alderman Noone 
asked for those opposed to raise their 
hands. Nine persons manifested ob- 
jections. Alderman Gordon commented 
that the other filling stations at Au- 
burndale are in business districts, and 
that the former location of the Capa- 
danno pump was in a place other than 
was intended when the permit was 
granted. 

The License Committee reported 
unanimously in favor of granting per- 
mits for filling stations to the Wash- 
burn-Stevens Company, 417 Washing- 
ton street, and Jacob Kiigman. 456 
Watertown street: the Kiigman sta- 
tion to be conducted in conjunction 
with a 19-car public garage. Alder- 
man Madden said that he strongly op- 
posed the Washburn-Stevens station, 
as the people of Hovey street, includ- 
ing the Pomeroy Home, had been as- 
sured when a permit was granted a 
couple of years ago for the Stuart 
Garage, that the residential character 
of the corner of Hovey and Washing- 
ton streets, would be retained. He 
argued that all the available spaces in 
the business districts of the city are 
being used for the automotive indus- 
try and that some of residential dis- 
tricts will of necessity be converted 
into business zones to permit the erec- J 
tion of necessary stores. Lie has been 
told by real estate promoters of New- 
ton that we need more business dis- 
tricts. These real estate men told 
him that such places as the corner of 
Tremont street and Waverley avenue, 
and the corner of Centre street and 
Commonwealth avenue should be 
changed into business zones. Aider- 
man Earle stated that there are 
enough tilling stations already at New- 
ton Corner. 

Alderman Hodgdon asked Alderman 
Madden. “Who assured the people of 
Hovey street that no filling station 
permit would he granted at the corner 
of Washington and Hovey streets and 
• 

Mr. Madden replied. “Judge Weston, 
as attorney for the petitioner for the 
Stuart Garage, so stated in an open 
meeting of the aldermen.” Mr. Hodg- 
don answered, “The Washburn-Stevens 
Company have $150,000 invested in 
their property. They were not parties 
to any stipulation made by the attorney 
for Mr. Stuart aud this Board cannot 
be held to promises made by previous 
Boards.” Alderman Madden said. “If 
this Board does not respect promises 
made by past Boards of Aldermen, fu- 
ture Boards will not respect the wish- 
es of this Board." Alderman Favinger 
said. “The chairman of any aldermanie 
committee cannot make any agree- 
ment, tacit or allowed, which can bind 
this Board or future Boards. I have 
never regarded this Board as being 
bound by actions of previous Boards. 
The location sought is in a business 
district. Filling stations have as mueh 
right as other lines of business. This 
Board has no moral right to refuse a 
permit for a filling station in a busi- 
ness district, unless such a station 
would be a menace to safety or 
health.” 

Alderman Baker put another pebble 
in the path of progress of Jacob Kiig- 
man towards a filling station, when 
he asked. “Has not Kligman’s place 
of business given trouble to the po- 
lice?” Alderman Leahy, pinch hitting 
as Chairman of the License Committee, 
in the absence of Alderman Bliss, an- 
swered. "Kiigman has promised to im- 
mediately clean up his premises if the 
permit is granted to him, and he will 
take notice of the orders of the po- 
lice in the future.” Alderman O’Con 
nell, who has been a stumbling block 
for all of Kligman’s many petitions, 
said, “I trust this matter will be re- 
ferred back to the License Committee 
for further consideration. He has 
waited two years; he can wuit two 
weeks more.” And Jacob will wait, 
because the petition was referred back. 

Alderman Earle asked “Why did the 
License Committee refuse to grant a 
permit for a filling station to Marshall 
B. Hall at the corner of Court and 
Washington streets, when it recom- 


mended the granting of one to the 
Washburn-Stevens Company?" Al- 
derman Gallagher said. The place 
where Mr. Hall seeks a permit for a 
station is one of the most valuable 
pieces of land in the city and there is 
no better location for such a station. 
A station there would be as safe as 
one in Oak Hill. Hardly a sparrow- 
goes by the place.” Alderman Hodg- 
don replied. “The situation regarding 
the refusal of the License Committee 
to recommend the granting of a per- 
mit to Hall is the same as was tha* in 
the petition of the Gulf Refining Com- 
pany at Newton Centre. The land is 
not owned by Hall. He merely has 
an option on it. Washburn-Stevens 
conduct a legitimate automobile busi- 
ness. Men engaged in that business, 
of which gasoline stations are ad- 
juncts, are more entitled to permits 
for such stations than are persons en- 
gaged in speculative dealing in gaso- 
line stations; persons who start sta- 
tions and then sell out to combines.” 
There was a difference of opinion be- 
tween Aldermen Gallagher and Hodg- 
don as to whether or not Hall owns 
the land. On motion of Alderman 
Leahy the matter was referred back 
to the License Committee. Thus end-

Kenney and her committee. Mrs. Lot- 
tie E. McCertney and Mrs. Otto Bach- 
mann were the luncheon chairman. 
A Litany of Peace was read respon- 
sively and Mrs. W. H. Allen, the presi- 
dent, said that World Peace would be 
the keynote of thinking for the year. 
Mrs. Allen spoke of the Ingathering, 
the result of the seed suggestion made 
at the May meeting. There was a 
grand march and the offerings were 
dropped in a beautiful design made 
of fall fruits. 

Mrs. Decatur, speaker of the after- 
.noon, was enthusiastically received 
land gave a vivid picture of our mis- 
sion stations in India. "Eastern Lands 
through Western* Eyes” was her sub- 
ject. "If Dr. and Mrs. Strong invite 
you to go anywhere, even to the North 
Pole, do not hesitate,” said Mrs. De- 
catur. Decked with a rice garland 
with insets of small mirrors, she told 
her story of the various phases of the 
work as she had seen it, of the cor- 
diality of the welcome when they land- 
ed at Bombay. They were met by all 
the mission workers and were decked 
with garlands. On another occasion 
over three hundred people escorted 
them, with groups of dancers, waving 
ol banners, and shooting of explosives. 
In Bombay 60,000 people sleep in the 
streets, and in walking one must make 
a trail around sleeping bodies of peo- 
ple and animals. Dr. Strong turned 
the first spadeful of earth for the Bom- 
bay community house. 

Mrs. Decatur described the work in 
the hospitals, so different from our 
well regulated institutions, as they 
have to conform to a large extent to 
the ways of the natives. Friends and 
relatives come with the patients and 
stay. They bring brass cooking uten- 
sils which peep from under the cots, 
and the meals are provided indepen- 
dently, often donkey^ and goats form- 
ing part of the outfit. "No day is with- 
out a thrill when you go out with a 
missionary.” A trip with Dr. Ida Scud- 
der was described. Some of the equip- 
ment on the truck included a folding 
operating table, cabinet of medicines, 
a Bible woman and picture postcards. 
This travelling dispensary could set 
fractured limbs, treat abscesses, draw 
teeth and dispense medicine, Mrs. De- 
catur assisting. 


The evnngelistlc meetings were pic- 
tured. one held in n low stnble like 
building where the dim light of a lan- 
tern showed Dr. Strong and Dr. Potter 
as they conducted the service. A sheet 
on the side of a Hindu temple would 
furnish background for lantern slides 
of Bible pictures. Temple worshippers 
would join the attentive group who 
never tire of sermon, prayer, or story. 
Some come from curiosity, hut the 
thoughtful observer can distinguish 
those faces which are Illuminated by 
the Christian spirit. 

At Scholnpur the leper colony was 
visited and also tfie mission for the 
criTninal caste, through missionary ef- 
fort now designated “The Industrial 
Mission.” The outlook for the chil- 
dren of these outlaws is hopeful. 

Some familiar names were men- 
tioned; the memorials to Eleanor 
Nagle and Ethel Sherman. Also the 
Albert Victor Hospital where Dr. Wil- 
der, cousin of Dr. and Mrs. Baker, 
is stationed. In closing Mrs. Decatur 
said, "To this band of missionaries I 
pay tribute. They are giving of their 
best and the aid we send in money, 
surgical dressings and other ways Is 
seed which will reach a rich harvest 
for the Kingdom of God.”

Demo- 
tic candidate for Governor said in 
statement relative to the results 
I the Quebec Government Control 
Uem: 'the saloon is abolished for- 
Stores, under Government Con- 
ll, for the sale of liquors not to be 
nk on the premises are open from 
. M. to 6 P. M. only. Anyone con- 
ted of drunkenness or who drinks 
'excess cannot buy.’ 

This is a quibbling play upon 
irds. It is true that there is no bar 
which men stand up and drink but 
[uor is sold freely in hotels, restaur- 
's, taverns, clubs, et cetera, on the 
ife system’ which means that drink- 
sit at tables. There is some ar- 
ment in Quebec as to whether a man 
,i hold more sitting or standing. In 
old license days saloons in gen- 
^1 had two parts, — a front room with 
oar where men stood and drank and 
^>ack room where men and women 
down and drank. For vileness 


and viciousness the back room was 
worse than the front. Quebec lias the 
equivalent of the back room of the old 
American saloon without its semi-res- 
pectable front. 

"I personally stood in front of the 
Rymark Tavern on Windsor Street, 
Montreal, a week ago at 10 o’clock in 
the evening when the taverns are 
closed and counted 76 men coming out 
of this one tavern. Fifteen of them 
wabbling drunk, the balance were well 
flushed, intoxicated at least beyond the 
safety point if they had to drive an 
automobile home. This tavern was 
licensed to sell beer only. The pro- 
duct of the tavern turned out on the 
streets at 10 o’clock looked exactly 
like the product of the old American 
saloon. What’s In a name? 

"After 10 o’clock that evening I 
went to the Venetian Gardens on St. 
Catherine street. Here they serve 
food and are allowed to sell wine and 
beer without limit of quantity or 
strength until 10 o’clock. I visited the 
place after 10 o’clock and found wines 
and beer still being sold. At least 10 
girls under 25 years of age, many un- 
der 20 were drinking wine until 2 
A. M. 

"Colonel Gaston further stated: 
There is no business for the boot- 
legger and no poison.’ Colonel Gas- 
| ton’s investigation in Montreal or 
I Quebec certainly must have been ex- 
ceedingly superficial, 
i “I went through the Quebec Liquor 
I Commission headquarters from begin-

This country has 110.000 men and 12.- 
000 officers in the War Department of 
which 8000 men and 500 officers are 
in the air service. We have 1200 
phi n*-s most of which were built dur- 
ing or ju.-c after the war. CommercTal 
and military aviation, he believed 
were closely allied, and if commercial 
aviation can be made profitable, you 
will have a valuable reserve of men 
and materials. Eighty per cent of 
aviation passengers in Europe are 
Americans. England has a record of 
over 800,000 air miles and 14,500 pas- 
sengers with a negligible number of 
accidents. This country has but 12 
private lines covering 5500 miles. 
Henry Ford has maintained an air 
service between Detroit and Chicago 
and between Detroit and Cleveland 
with no accidents during the year. 

He pointed out that air planes were 
being used for spraying for cotton in 
the South, and for locusts and apples 
in thp West and Northwest. 

He urged the development of air 
mindness on the part of the people, 
and a feeling of confidence that air 
aviation was safe. 

Rear Admiral Phillip Andrews of 
the U. S. Navy, was the last speaker 
and called attention to the fact that 
Europe depended upon a large stand- 
ing army and navy, while we believe 
in the proper training of our youth to 
defend ourselves in case of war, which

Once again Dick Ahlin, Everett high 
school halfback, proved to be Newton’s 
nemesis in the annual Columbus Day 
battle between the two elevens in the 
opening game of the Suburban league 
race. Last year Ahlin scooped up a 
Newton fumble behind his goalliue 
and raced 105 yards for a touchdown — 
the only score of the game. Tuesday 
he defeated Newton singlehanded with 
his beautiful punts which forced the 
orauge and black to play on the de- 
fensive the greater part of the game. 
Then, when the break came, he booted 
the ball over the bur with but little 
more than three minutes to play in 
the final session from the 25-yard line 
with one of the prettiest placement 
kicks that one could wish to see. His 
quarterback, Jack Fisher, held the 
ball. 

The break came after Ahlin had 
punted to Spain, standing on his 30- 
yard line. The Newton quarterback 
had given a wonderful exhibition of 
how to catch punts all the afternoon, 
and the crowd, which numbered 
around 7,000, gave a gasp when u sud- 
den twist of the ball carried the ball 
out of his reach and it rolled to the 
10-yard line. John Proctor, who also 
had performed brilliantly all the af- 
ternoon and had nearly held his own 
in the punting duel with Ahlin, was 
forced to kick hurriedly. The ball 
carried but about fifteen yards before 
going offside. This gave Everett the 
ball on the 15-yard mark. Two plays, 
one a loss of two yards and another a 
gain of one yard, brought the ball over 
directly in front of the goal posts and 
gave Everett its one chance to score. 

First period — At the kick-off New- 
tou was reciving and defending the 
east goal with a fair wind at its back. 
Ahlin kicked off to Spain on the 15- 
yard line and he ran it back to the 2S. 
Everett stopped Spain on the scrim- 
mage line. Proctor kicked but Everett 
was offside. The ball was brought 
hack and Everett penalized 5 yards. 
Proctor tossed a pretty forward to 
Macey for a 30-yartl gain and a first 
down. After two plays Spain tried a 
dropkick from the 45-yard line which 
rolled over the goal line. Everett put 
the ball in play on the 20-yard line.

Ahlin 
gained two yards. Rolmer stopped an 
end run for no gain. Ahlin punted to 
Brown on the 40-yard mark. Proctor 
got away to a beautiful start around 
the Everett left wing. Once around 
he cut to his right and hud a clear 
field but for Jack Fisher. Everett quar- 
terback. Fisher made a clean tackle 
or Proctor would have gotten away. 
This gain of 30 yards put the ball on 
the Everett 30-ynril line.

Not once 
did the Newton backs drop one that 
they got their hands on. And they 
were the hardest kind of punts to 
catch. Some trick of fate seemed to 
take the ball away from Spain in the 
third period when he failed to get 
under one of the Everett leader’s 
beauties. 


Newton’s back field showed some ex- 
cellent broken field running. Spain 
and Proctor each got away for long 
gains by reversing their field and cut- 
ting to the right. 

Newton was beaten by a better team. 
The margin of superiority was scant 
to be sure and can be measured in 
about one word — Ahlin. Had Newton 
had a man of his ability to punt the 
score might, have read differently. He 
repeatedly kept Newton in her own 
territory and was content to wait for 
the break. 

Even though defeated Newton 
played its best game of the year. Its 
tackling was usually clean. Andres, 
well supported by Hapgood, Forrestall, 
and Stubs, led both teams in this re- 
spect. He is today a better centre 
than that of any team that has op- 
posed Newton this year. The work 
of the ends was also outstanding at 
times. Cole, Reimer, Payne, and 
Scheinfain all did good work on the 
wings. Spain was the outstanding 
star for Newton. He was well sup- 
ported by Proctor, Macey and McIn- 
tyre. All of them at times showed 
why they have the first call in the 
lmckfield. Macey was playing his first 
game of the year as he was not de- 
clared eligible until recently. Clark 
will no doubt add strength to the 
backfield when he recovers from his 
Illness. 

The game was marked by many pen- 
alties. Both sides being at fault a 
number of times. Not since the game 
with Waltham last year has an op- 
posing eleven been penalized for coach- 
ing from the sidelines. However the 
Everett coach took the penalty in a 
far more sportsmanlike spirit than did 
the Waltham coach and authorities. 


Newton’s fumbles were in a great 
measure responsible for the defeat. 
Had the Newton backs been able to 
hold onto the ball it might have been 
possible to tell a different story. Near- 
ly every Newton backfield man lost the 
ball. It was ail off day ror the orange 
and black in this respect. 


Why Newton was rated the favorite 
before the game remains a mystery. 
It was a toss-up from start to finish. 
As the game wore on it looked more 
and more like a scoreless tie until the 
big break came. 

Newton has not beaten an Everett 
eleven since 1921. In 1922 there was 
a scoreless tie, in 1923 Everett won 
9 to 0. 1924 it was 6 to 0 and last year 
the same score. Newton will have to 
wait another year before breaking 
Everett’s string of successive defeats. 


Newton supporters were many at 
the Chelsea street field. Nearly 500 
student tickets and 200 regular tickets 
were sold at the school and in the city 
before Tuesday noon. Many other 
fans sat on the Newton side, however, 
and the attendance of about 7.000 was 
evenly divided in support of their 
favorite.

We might as well start swimming, 
For soon all cars will float. 


Now and then I find something for 
which Newton may pat itself on the 
hack and that I think should be men- 
tioned quite as promptly and at equal 
length with some of those matters in 
which Newton is remiss. It was Soc- 
rates, I believe, who said, “It is a 
glorious thing to be well-descended, 
but the glory belongs to our ances- 
tors.” The subject of which I am 
about to write has something of that 
tinge about it although not entirely 
o. 

I happened to have read the report 
ot an investigator of the Public Utili- 
ties Commission of Pennsylvania who 
was called upon for a report of the 
circumstances attending a frightful 
and appaling railroad disaster. This 
official dwelt at length on the need 
of abolishing grade crossings where- 
ever feasible. He went to extremes, 
however, in cases where grades exist 
at present and recommended that 
trains be compelled to come to a posi- 
tive stop at dangerous crossings. 

Well, Newton may have its prob- 
lems and its citizens may differ and 
its Aldermen procrastinate, but at 
least this city isn’t- worrying over 
grade crossings. The city lathers of 
more than a quarter of a century ago 
had vision and vitality and put 
througn the program of railroad track 
depression with me result mat we 
have no grade-crossing horrors to stir 
our souls. Let us then not torget me 
wisdom of tnose men, some ot whom 
are still witn us, wuo ueipecl maae 
our city free from the possibility of 
grade crossing accidents. 

When 1 read of famous amateurs, 
such as star tennis players, entering 
the ranks of prol’essiouals i begin to 
wonder just wnere tins craze is going 
to end. I bis “turning pro’ , according 
to those who have none so, is purely 
a question ot dollars and cents, iney 
have come to the conclusion mey 
ought to be paid aim paid well tor 
their skill or at least tor public and 
private exhibitions ot it. I uon t know 
as I oiaiue them. No, i won’t say mat, 
but 1 will say that 1 can understand 
and appreciate their point ol view. 

What concerns me more is whetner 
other amateurs will be seized with me 
same uncontrollable desire to go auer 
the cash. At this season ot tne year 
most every taiiiily is bestowm*, praise 
on that member of the household 
sometimes called "tne presiding gen- 
ius of the kitchen." Her marvelous 
proficiency in preparing preserved 
nuit, canned truit and vegetables unu 
pickles, chow-chow and chili sauce, 
not only nils tne pantry shelves hut 
brings joy and happiness to those who 
hope to consume tliese delicious 
edibles. But suppose she decides to 
"turn pro" and we have to pay, and 
market prices at that? 

Then mere is the cook who, whether 
she be mother or sister or maiden 
aunt, is a perfect wonder at pie-mak- 
ing, cake-baking, biscuit and bread 
and other nice tnings that come out ot 
the kitchen oven, Whut if she should 
suddenly announce tliat slies must 
have a big salary? 

And suppose the lady who is ever- 
willing to darn stockings, sew ou but- 
tons, mend rips uud torn places, etc., 
should assert tliut she hud decided to 
become a professional und establish u 
home service station, deuiuuding large 
monetary reward for every stitch? 

Clearly this movement towards pro- 
fessionalism must stop. It must not 


be permitted to invade the sacredness 
of our homes. No, indeed, men won’t 
stand for it. 

Between now and Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 2, wherever men (and women, too, 
for that matter) are gathered for so- 
cial purposes there is bound to he 
discussion of politics. It is a splen 
did thing and one I have urged fre- 
quently in this column. I say “splen- 
did" as long as issues and qualifica- 
tions form the topic of conversation 
but not so if it becomes a matter of 
personalities. A political wrangle at 
the club, on the train or in the office 
or home, which deals with the char- 
acter of the candidates, is more de- 
moralizing than enlightening. 

Somehow or other there are individ- 
uals who cannot become partisan 
without bitterness. In seeking to fur- 
ther the interests of their candidate 
they will assail his opponent. By so 
doing they seem to lose all mental 
balance and are not only ready to be- 
lieve every charge made against the 
opposing candidate but are willing to 
repeat these stories without having 
attempted the slightest investigation 

It seems incredible that such a sit- 
uation should obtain in a community 
of intelligent people. There are queer 
folks who delight in malicious gossip 
and every neighborhood, more or less, 
has its scandal-monger. But such 
idle talk receives scant consideration 
from men and women who possess 
reasonable amount of judgment and 
who have level heads on their shoul 
ders. People are fairly sensible about 
such things until there comes a poli- 
tical campaign and then all discretion 
is apparently tossed to the winds. 


1 have heard a man declare that a 
candidate had no right to enter a con- 
test and when 1 have sought to learn 
why have found that his only fault 
was entering the field at all. The man 
who was condemning him had nothing 
definite to say and was merely “sore” 
because liis own candidate was not 
permitted to run unopposed. Can you 
figure out that kind of philosophy? No, 
of course not. and yet you will find 
examples of it most anywhere these 
days. 

It seems quite the thing to assume 
that one’s candidate has all the vir- 
tues while his opponent possesses all 
the vices. How ridiculous. Yet petty 
faults are magnified and a man who 
has heretofore borne a good reputation 
and led a respectable life is quite apt 
to be talked about as if lie had com- 
mitted arson or murder on the high 
seas. To lie a member of the oppos 
ing party is enough to justify his im- 
prisonment for life, those against him 
politically will argue. 

Long since astute politicians — and a 
politician who is successful is usually 
astute — have learned that it doesn’t 
pay to “go after the other fellow.” A 
campaign based on personal attacks 
may result in a wave of sympathy and 
a “sympathetic vote” has been known 
to sweep many a man into office. If 
you recall George Ade’s comedy "The 
County Chairman” you will remem- 
ber how tlie county chairman produced 
a letter and showed it to the candi- 
date. The letter was a slanderous out- 
rage. 

"That circular has gone out to all 
the voters,” says the chairman. 

“Who wrote it?” indignantly de 
mauds tlie candidate, who is ready to 
thrash the uuthor. 

"1 did”, the chairman calmly an 
swers, “that’s the way to work up a 
sympathetic vote.” 

There is. however, a serious side to 
ull this and for that reason I for one 
favor political arguments which have 
to do with party issues and nothing 
else.

Many Massachusetts Clubwomen 
and a few from Newton among them, 
attended the New Kngland Conference, 
held at Whltefleld, N. H., October 6th. 
7th. and 8th. Owing to the necessity 
of a three-hour wait at Woodsvllle. 
[thorough curtailed train service urter 
the summer schedule, many Club- 
women arranged to make the journey 
by auto, stopping at Plymouth for 
lunch, then travelling through Fran- 
conia Notch. Those going by the cen- 
tral Massachusetts route enjoyed the 
Connecticut Valley trip by way of 
Windsor Vt., or Charlestown, N. H., 
depending upon the side of the river 
upon which they journeyed, and many 
turned aside to follow the new State 
highway to view the St. Gaudens Me- 
morial and to see the studio of this 
famous sculptor. The beauty of these 
trips through autumn foliage can well 
he imagined by those less fortunate. 

Besides the receptional and social 
functions planned to honor their 
guests by the hostess Federation, of 
which Mrs. Guy E. Speare is president, 
and which gave such pleasurable op- 
portunity for renewing Club acquaint- 
ances and forming new ones, the out- 
standing message that has come hack 
to us takes as its motif the upbuilding 
and maintenance of New England in 
its ‘proper position of leadership." 
Mr. A. L. T. Cummings, secretary- 
manager of the Maine State Chamber 
of Commerce, in speaking on “Why 
New England Needs Advertising.” ap- 
pealed to New Englanders to have a 
just appreciation of their section of 
the country, and not to hesitate to 
express it. It is not a New England 
trait to be effusive over its cherished 
interests, and possibly that is why we 
seem cold to an onlooker such as the 
speaker, rather than to have the lack 
of appreciation which he deplores. 
Mr. Cummings claimed that we have 
fallen into the way of undervaluation, 
of thinking that other parts of the 
country have superior advantages — 
could he he thinking that the enthusi- 
astic boosting of Californians had 
overwhelmed and impressed us — or 
are making greater achievements than 
New England, so blinding us as to the 
effectiveness of our own achievements. 
The speaker declared that these things 
are not better than ours, only differ- 
ent. and that New England’s record 
in all ways is one of which to be 
proud. 

Asked how women could encourage 
this revival of interest in New Eng- 
land industry. Mr. Cummings replied 
that we could become acquainted with 
the quality products of New England 
factories and farms, study trade 
marks, and purchase New England- 
made goods that have the three ele- 
ments — quality, fair price, and service 
—which make for honest advancement 
in industry. By this he emphasized 
that there was no appeal to build a 
wall about New' England commercial- 
ly. and he pointed out that while en- 
couraging in the best way, we must 
realize also the importance of import 
ing. and of encouraging outside mar- 
kets to send us of their best. His ar- 
gument fairly stated that we should 
only give preference to a New Eng- 
land-made article when that article 
equaled in quality and price one made 
elsewhere, but that given this condi 
tion we should boost New England, 
and there is no valid reason for doing 
otherwise. 

Andrew L. Felkner, New Hampshire 
Commissioner of Agriculture, ad 
dressed the Conference on “New* Eng- 
land’s Food Supply” stressing the en 
couragement of the farm, in the same 
manner as had Mr. Cummings stressed 
the industrial question. 

An interesting feature of the presid- 
ing over the Conference by Mrs. Harry 
H. Burnham, was her use or u gavel 
fashioned from Florida woods, pre-

ABBOT If. RD F. 

Abbot B. Rice. State Senator from 
the 4th Middlesex District, died sud- 
denly Sunday morning from a cerebral 
hemorrhage at hi» late home, 106 
Sumner street, Newton Centre. He 
had been in poor health for several 
years. lie wa« born in Hopkinton, 
April 1, 1862, and was educated in the 
schols of that town and at Brown Uni- 
versity. For many years he was presi- 
dent of the Gleen Shirt und Collur 
Company. He also was treasurer of 
Butler’s Department Store. In 1912 
he was elected a member of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen. In 1916 he 
wuh a candidate for Mayor against 
Hon .Edwin O. Childs, but was de- 
feated. From 1919 to 1922 he was in 
the Legislature as a representative 
from Newton. In 1922 he was elected 
as senator from the 1st Middlesex Dis- 
trict. He was relected in 1924. and 
again this year received the Republi- 
can nomination, which would have 
caused his reelection for another two 
years, had he lived. He was very 
active in the Legislature, gaining 
much publicity for his attacks on in- 
creases in telephone rates, extension 
of the Boston Elevated Control Act 
and the Public Utilities Commission. 

He was a member of the Royal 
Arch Chapter, Knights Templar. Mid- 
dlesex and Massachusetts Republican 
Clubs, Boston and Newton Chambers 
of Commerce, and the Economic, Brae- 
burn. Country and Boston City Clubs. 

His wife, who was Amy T. Bridges 
of Framingham, died in 1923. He i3 
survived by three sons — Adams T. of 
Detroit. Willard W. and Lawrence B. 
of Newton Centre, two brothers — Al- 
fred B. of Newtonvllle and Wilbur of 
Worcester, and three sisters— Mrs. 
Arthur Frost of Newton Cen- 
tre. Mrs. Charles Johnson of Westboro, 
and Mrs. Everett Claflin of Hopkinton. 

The funeral services for Mr. Rice 
were held Wednesday afternoon at his 
late home. They were conducted by 
Rev. E. M. Noyes, assisted by Rev. F. 
E. Emrich of Jamaica Plain, who offi- 
ciated at Mr. Rice’s wedding. Among 
those present were Gov. Fuller, Presi- 
dent Wells of the Senate. Senators Mc- 
Lane of Fall River. Bliss of Malden. 
Kidder of Cambridge, Dagget of Som- 
erville. Movse of Waltham. Warren of 
Arlington. Perham of Chelmsford. 
Snow of Westfield. Hartshorn of Gard- 
ner. Wragg of Needham. McCormack 
of South Boston and Moran of Mans- 
field. Mayor Childs and several of the 
aldermen represented the city govern- 
nint. The fiags on public buildings 
throughout the city were liung at half- 
mast during the period between Mr. 
Rice’s death and his burial. Inter- 
ment was in Newton Cemetery. 


FORMER RECTOR DEAD 

Rev. James Clement Sharp, a former 
rector of the Church of the Good 
Shepherd at Waban. died suddenly 
yesterday in the Hotel Touraine. Bos- 
ton. on his way to liis home in Fal- 
mouth. after a trip to Chicago. 

Mr. Sharp was born in Newton. Aug. 
23. 1869. and was the son of S. T. 
Sharp and Emliy E. Sharp. He was 
graduated from Harvard in 1894 and 
took a course at the Episcopal Theo- 
logical School. Cambridge, from which 
he was graduated in 1S97. 

He was ordained to the ministry by 
Bishop Lawrence and was first asso- 
ciated with the late Rev. John Cotton 
Brooks, a brother of Phillips Brooks, 
at Christ Church, Springfield. He re- 
mained there for seven years and then 
came to Newton, where he developed 
a community church into a large-sized 
parish which was named the Church 
of the Good Shepherd. He remained 
here for 15 years and then went to 
Rockport. as it was thought the 
change would be beneficial to liis 
health, which had been failing. 

He was associated with St. Mary s 
Church there and was called to St. 
Barnabas’ Church at Falmouth four 
years ago, where he had been sta- 
tioned ever since. He was a member 
of the Parsons’ Club and the Masonic 
Lodge at Rockport. 

He is survived by liis widow, one 
brother. Mr. Walter B. Sharp of New- 
ton. and one sister. Mrs. Percy Austin 
of Glen Ridge. N. J. 

Funeral services will be held to- 
morrow at St. Barnabas Church, Fal- 
mouth.

Mrs. L. H. Marshall, Chairman of 
the Welfare Division of the Council, 
introduced Dr. Gerald Hoeffel, Assis- 
tant Physician of the Home, who 
spoke to the group on the methods 
used at the Home in the treatment of 
crippled children, especially that used 
in cases of bone tuberculosis of which 
a large proportion of the children in 
the Home are victims. The method 
demonstrated by the Home to be most 
effective is heliotherapy, or direct con- 
tact of the body with the sun’s rays. 
Afterward those who went thru the 
Home saw rows of bright-eyed, laugh- 
ing children lying stretched out on 
the glass-covered porches, in harnesses 
or casts, but in most cases no whit de- 
pressed by the fact. That these chil- 
dren are nearly all cured is what saves 
the onlooker from depression. 

Mrs. Nellie Smith, the Superintend- 
ent of the Home, but really its Guar- 
dian Angel. Mrs. Marshall said, guided 
a most enthralled party thru the 
Home. In one of the school rooms the 
party was entertained by a group of 
the children, all in harnesses or band- 
ages of some sort, but moving with 
agility in spite of the handicap. The 
children had just read and on the 
spot dramatizd a fairy story, which 
they acted out for the benefit of the 
guests. They threw themselves into 
the parts with the greatest zest and 
no self-consciousness: altho a crippled 
boy as a king on a throne, or a stal- 
wart prince bent on adventure, gave 
the spectators something of a pull at 
the heart. 

When Mrs. Smith half-apalogized for 
some toys left about, one of the guests 
said “Oh I like it. it makes it seem 
like a real home." “There’s nothing 
I would rather have you say than 
that.” was Mrs. Smith’s reply, and in- 
deed the Home is a home, a particular- 
ly happy aud well-ordered one. Only 
those children are there whose own 
homes cannot provide them with the 
kind of treatment and care they need: 
but one wonders whether money can 
furnish anywhere else such an atmos- 
phere of comradeship, patience and 

cheerfulness.

Edward T. Simoneau, city solicitor 
of Marlboro, was nominated for state 
senator at a midnight convention of 
members of the Republican city and 
town committees in the First Middle- 
sex district, held last Friday night at 
the Brae Burn Country Club in this 
city. 

About 80 members were present 
from Newton, Marlboro. Framingham. 
Weston and Wayland. Rupert C. 
Thompson, chairman of the Newton 
committee, was chosen chairman of 
the convention, and Major C. Raymond 
Cabot, also of Newton, was the sec- 
retary. 

The candidates presented to the con- 
vention were Mr. Simoneau, of Marl- 
boro, former Representative Edgar A. 
Bowers oi' Framingham, and Clarence 
Williams of Wayland. 

The first ballot gave Bowers 36 
votes, Simoneau, 27, and Williams 13, 
resulting in a deadlock, which contin- 
ued for 11 ballots, Bowers receiving 
at one time 40 votes. On the 12th bal- 
lot Wayland east its votes for Simon- 
eau, giving him 42 votes to 39 for 
Bowers. 

The Newton committee had dinner 
previous to the convention and voted 
to support Bowers. 

METHOD CHANGED 


Parents of children attending the kin- 
dergarten at the Claflin School have 
received letters from Principal Brain- 
erd of the school with the information 
that because of the overcrowding of 
the one room used for the kindergar- 
ten, it will ho necessary to hold two 
sessions. Children residing on parts 
of Harvard, Cabot and Frederick 
streets, Lowell and Trowbridge ave- 
nues and Elm road will have to attend 
an afternoon session. Efforts will he 
made to allow children at the morn- 
ing session who live in the districts 
specified, to attend the later session, 
if it is possible to do so. The reasons 
given for the change are — that 58 
children and three teachers are crowd- 
ed into one room and an anteroom 
and that this crowding is conducive 
to inefficiency and a menace to the 
health of the little ones. 

Parents of the children who are 
scheduled to attend the afternoon ses- 
sion. are indignant over the proposed 
change.

DEFEAT TWO-PLATOON 

Aldermen Ho Not Favor Two Platoon 
In Fire Department 


The huge well which is being sunk 
on the Needham side of the Newton 
water reservation to furnish an addi- 
tional supply of water has been in 
process of excavation since the middle 
of August. Tile work was supposed 
to he completed the end of this month 
hut the well at the present time is 
less than half excavated. Christian 
Zapke, who is constructing the well 
has been using a 6-inch rotary pump 
to suck the gravel out. Because of 
the many large stones which have 
been encountered in the ground where 
the well is being sunk, much delay 
has resulted in the excavating. Mr. 
Zapke has decided to abandon the 
present method and resort to the use 
of a clam-shell bucket to remove the 
gravel and stones. He intended to 
obtain a larger size pump, but rather 
than delay longer to procure one, lie 
is going to resort to the other method 
of digging. 


Last night members of the Board 
of Aldermen met at an informal meet- 
ing in City Hall to consider the two- 
platoon question. At the last meeting 
of the aldermen, the Finance Commit- 
tee reported adversely on the recom- 
mendation to appropriate $4000 to start 
the two-platoon system in the Newton 
Fire Deparment. The Finance Com- 
mittee had conferred with various ex- 
perts and committees to obtain infor- 
mation regarding the situation regard- 
ing fire protection in Newton and 
other cities. Alderman Grebenstein 
suggested that the 14 members of the 
Board, not on the Finance Committee, 
should also confer with experts, so 
that they too, could have more infor- 
mation regarding the question before 
they decided the two-platoon matter. 

Accordingly, a meeting of these 14 
aldermen was held last night. The 
only absentee was Alderman Bliss. 
Aldermen Fitts and Heathcote, who 
are members of the Finance Commit- 
tee were present, hut did not partici- 
pate in the voting. The aldermen were

FOOTBALL RALLY

Newton-Lawrenee games both of 
which will take place within the next 
two weeks and show them on the 
screen at that time. The program will 
include a speaker of note and it is 
hoped that Reggie Brown a Newton 
alumnus and now assistant coach at 
Boston University can be obtained to 
give a talk on inside football. 

As an added attraction the Junior 
High school band which recently made 
its first public appearance at the game 
( with Natick will furnish music. A 
i leader will be on hand to lead the 
school songs and cheers. 

At the Monday night meeting it was 
voted on the motion of Mr. C. V. 
Moore chairman of the track commit- 
tee, to appropriate money for medals 
to be offered as prizes in the annual 
pentathlon events of the fall outdoor 
track season. 

The advisability of re-flooring the 
old gymnasium and installing a per- 
manent indoor track was one of the 
matters brought up. Should this he 
done and a track, similar to the B. A. 
A. track put in. Newton high would 
have the finest indoor schoolboy track 
in the vicinity. Removal of the lock- 
ers and girl’s gymnasium apparatus 
would make it possible to have a track 
approximately 100 yards long, slightly 
shorter than the B. A. A. track, at a 
reasonable cost. The old building, 
which cost about $10,000. has more 
than earned its money and now that 
the new gymnasium, which has no 
track facilities, is complete, will he 
used only for track purposes. The 
present banks which have been in 
use for many years have been patched 
and repatched until now they are dan- 
gerous to use. With the winter track 
season but a short two months’ away 
something should be done immediately 
to guard against possible serious in- 
jury to the track athletes. Newton lias 
always stood high scholastically — 
largely because of the facilities for 
education that are at the students’ dis- 
posal. it has grown to be common 
knowledge that in order to keep this 
high standard the students must also 
be physically fit. To do this it is nec- 
essary to provide them with the prop- 
er athletic equipment. 

The same thing holds true of Claflin 
field, which was still another subject 
under consideration at the meeting. 
Work was begun last fall on the girl’s 
athletic field south of the new build- 
ing. It is planned to continue this 
♦work around the Tecnnical building 
to Claflin field and eventually Newton 
will have the kind of field that is de- 
sired. Meanwhile the playing sur- 
face on Claflin Field should he put in 
better shape. At present it is a dis- 
grace to Newton. The money it would 
take to resurface the field, estimated 
at three to five thousand dollars, 
would he well expended. It is quite 
probable that this year straw will be 
placed over the field to keep out the 
frost in the late season games. 

Another thing which should he in 
the minds of those having the matter 
under consideration is that of a cinder 
■track. At present tin- fall track team 
has to go to the Newton Centre play- 
ground, Cabot park, or the Y. M. C. A. 
to do their training. On the proposed 
plans for Claflin field is a cinder track. 
The city and the taxpayers could be 
saved a considerable sum of money 
if steps were taken to collect the cin- 
ders resulting from the heating system 
at the high school for this purpose. 
The cinders will eventually he needed 
—why not get them for nothing in- 
it cad "I at a high price? This sug- 
gestion was made two years ago, but 
not one single barrel of cinders has 
been set aside for the purpose. 

Newton, as a city stands at the head 
of any in the Commonwealth in many 
respects, but us far as providing ath- 
letic equipment for its school children 
it is far behind. Watertown expended 
a large amount of money in develop- 
ing Victory field, which was also a 
memorial to the boys who served in 
the World War. Belmont, has a monu- 
ment as a War memorial hut they also 
have a field which fur surpasses that 
at Newton. It is nearly a decade since 
the war — It is two decades since per- 
manent improvements have been 
made on outdoor athletic facilities.

Newton high gained a 13 to 0 ver- 
dict over the Cambridge Latin school 
eleven last Saturday at Russell field, 
in a Suburban league game. Cam- 
bridge lacked the life and spirit which 
usually characterizes their play. Prior 
to the game it was a question whether 
Newton would win or not, but Cam- 
bridge failed to make even a single 
first down. They had apparently play- 
ed themselves out against Rindge on 
Columbus Day. The score does not 
show Newton’s superiority. Contrary 
to what has taken place in most of 
Newton’s other games when the local 
eleven was on the defensive the great- 
er part of the time against the Can- 
tabs, Newton was playing an offensive 
game largely. 

Newton’s first touchdown came in 
the second period as a gift. Newton 
was in possession of the ball on the 
Cambridge 44-yard line. On the third 
down Spain attempted a field goal, 
which fell short by ten yards. Hilliard, 
Cantab halfback fell on the ball on 
the two-yard line instend of allowing 
it to roll across the goalline. He ap- 
parently thought that the ball had al- 
ready crossed the line as he was as 
much surprised as the spectators, 
when he realized his error. This 
forced Cambridge to kick. The pass 
from the Centre was poor and Morris 
dropped it. Scheinfein fell on It for 
Newton’s first score. Spain’s attempt 
at goal went wide but the referee al- 
lowed the point as Cambridge was off- 
s i » 1 . on the play. 

The orange and black second touch- 
down came after a pretty march from 
their 42-yard line. Clark, who re- 
placed Spain at quarterback, made an 
off-tackle dash for 12-yards and a first 
down. McIntyre took the bull on four 
successive rushes and made another 
first down by two feet. Clark gained 
eight yards in two plays and a for- 
ward made a tail’d first down. With 
the ball on the 23-yard line, Clark 
went through tackle. As he was 
tackled after gaining about sewen- 
yards he fumbled. Luckily for New- 
ton Schienfein again fell on the ball 
on the 12-yard line. Cambridge held 
for two plays and then Clark tossed 
a forward to McIntyre who was di- 
rectly under the goal posts. Clark 
failed to kick the goal. 

Spain. McIntyre, Brown and Clark 
and Scheinfein were the outstanding 
players on Newton’s eleven.

LEAGUE TROPHY 

At the recent meeting of the faculty

Cambridge showed that they pos- 
sessed sort of an inferiority complex 
against Newton. The last defeat ill 
foot ball administered by a Cambridge 
(Latin eleven ljles back among tihe 
moth-eaten and dust-covered records. 
Every time Newton opposes Cambridge 
the Cantabs are up against more than 
eleven men. They have to fight off 
that intangible something which tells 
them that they are in for a licking 
no matter how well they play.

The following Interesting letter has 
been received from Mr. Fred E. Mann, 
a former wll known resident of New- 
tonville: — 

We linvo read with Interest the two 
letters which you have published In 
the last two issues of the Graphic — 
letters from people formerly residents 
of Newton like ourselves. I suspect 
that had I acted on the Impulse to 
write letters North Immediately after 
the hurrldane, I would have been 
guilty of just ns many innacuraeles 
as were embodied in reports and let- 
ters sent out at that time. It was a 
terrifying experince; few of us had 
ever experienced anything like it and 
our imaginations ran riot. PJeople 
ordinarily conservative in their con- 
versation telling of their own experi- 
ence would enlarge upon it with each 
telling until it was so badly distorted 
as to be unrecognizable to one' who 
had seen the original incident. 

My own mental processes have been 
observed with much interest. All 
through the night while the first hur- 
ricane was raging, I had no conception 
of what was going on, got a fairly 
good night’s sleep and was astounded 
beyond expression when daylight came 
and discovered to me a view t'nr worse 
than any Idea I ever had as to the ap- 
pearance of war-torn France. Great 
pines rising 40 to 75 feet had been, up- 
rooted all around our home, one of 
them falling against the front of the 
house: the shrubbery was entirely 
stripped of foliage and in some cases 
pulled out of the ground, the avocado 
and grape-fruit trees as far as my 
eyes could reach were uprooted and 
flat on the ground and every grape- 
fruit and pear ripped off the trees. 
The west wall of our garage had been 
blown out when the wind entering 
through screening above the doors 
found this the easiest way to get out. 
All around was devastation and deso- 
lation, both spelled with capital D’s; 
and my first thought was “Surely this 
is the end of Mr. Merrick's wonderful 
dream of the beautiful City of Coral 
Gables.” 

This conclusion was due first to my 
astonishment and secondly to the fact 
that I had no information of the chem- 
istry Of trees and shrubs and their 
“come-back” qualities; neither did I 
know that fortunately we still had 
nine weeks of the growing season be- 
fore Nature takes her two or three 
months’ nap. So my first re-action 
was that all was lost beyond re-call.

too would probably have painted a 
word picture which I thought was true 
but which. In reality, was a gross mis- 
representation of the facts. 

Coral Gables received the full direct 
attack of the hurricane: a govern- 
ment barometer registered 27 which 
was 76. lower than the official gov- 
ernment reading in Miami. And yet 
our damage was relatively small and 
will be within a total of $1,500,000— 
only 1 per cent of the $150,000,000 
which has thus far been expended in 
the building and development of Coral 
Gables. One-third of our damage Is 
covered by insurance nnd the remain- 
ing million is about evenly divided be- 
tween the City of Coral Gables, the 
Coral Gables Corporation and the resi- 
dents. The damage was confined 
principally to the loss of awnings, 
windows broken by swinging awning 
frames and damage by water. Some 
roofs were damaged and some tiles 
were lost, but this storm was a re- 
markable justification of the very rigid 
building restrictions which Mr. Mer- 
rick has insisted should characterize 
the Building Code of our City. 

Today — three weeks after the hurri- 
cane — were you to visit Coral Gables. 

I seriously doubt if you would be able 
to detect evidence that we had been 
the victims of a devastating hurricane 
so recently. The spirit of the people 
here has been most inspiring — rich 
and poor and those of moderate means 
have jumped Into the breach and giv- 
en themselves unstintingly to the 
work of reconditioning our City. And 
today, barring the loss of a lot of foli- 
age, our City is as beautiful as it was 
| the day before the storm. 

I Were you to walk through the 
[downtown section of Miami, you would 
| be equally loathe to believe that such 
a catastrophe had so recently visited 
us. Our sky-line, so reminiscent of 
the sky-line of lower Manhattan, is 
absolutely intact. Every skyscraper, 
save the Meyer-Kizer building, suf- 
fered nothing aside from window glass 
and water damage. The one exception 
buckled and will have to he torn 
down. But business is as usual. The 
hotels throughout the district are, al- 
most without exception, open to guests 
today, other than the strictly seasonal 
hotels which will open in November 
!as per their original schedule. There 
jwas not a single hotel destroyed. 

I In the poorer sections of Miami and 
Southeastern Florida, where the build- 
ing code was very lenient, resulting 
in wooden building and others of 
cheap construction, the wreckage Is 
still in evidence. Unfortunately it was 
in these sections that the workingman 
had built his shack and he is the real 
sufferer from the storm because he is 
in need of financial assistance before 
he can rehabilitate. But I look for 
the adoption of the rigid building codf* 
of C’oral Gables throughout this part 
of the country and out of the thing 
which at first looked like irreparable 
ruin is already rising a bigger and 
better Greater Miami in which it has 
been proven that the right kind of 
structures can successfully combat 
the strongest wind which has ever 
been visited upon this country. No- 
where in the world can one go and 
with certainty escape some demon- 
stration of Nature’s fury in the form 
of hurricane, cyclone, earthquake. 

! cloud-burst, blizzard or flood. I’ll 
iiake my chance with the hurricane. 

The Red Cross has done a tine job 
in Miami and is still at it. The citi- 
zenry did an equally good emergency 
job until the Red Cross was ready to 
take over the work. Come down this 
winter and see what a truly wonder- 
ful place this is.

NEWTON ROTARY CLUB 

Mr. Vincent .Stanley, president 
of the Gamewell Fire Alarm Tele- 
graph of Newton Lower Falls, and a 
former member of the club, was the 
guest and speaker at the weekly 
luncheon held as usual on Monday at 
the Woodlaud Golf Club. 

Mr. Stnnley has recently spent 
several months In England and 
Europe and gave the club his im- 
pressions and his observations of 
conditions abroad. 

He believed that France was finan- 
cially able to take care of Itself but 
not until the people there stopped 
hoarding their money In the prover- 
bial stocking and placed it In the 
hanks. He was not at all impressed 
with conditions in Italy, and said 
they had hut little manufacturing 
and still used many crude devices. He 
found much to commend In Switzer- 
land. 

He was in England during the big 
strike and was quite pessimistic about 
conditions in that country. Labor was 
paid hut 8 cents an hour, the highest 
skilled workmen receiving hut 32 
cents an hour. He told of the class 
feeling which existed and how the 
London business man w’ent to his 
office attired in a frock coat and silk 
hat. On one clay after a long ses- 
sion on business matters which were 
just brought to a head, the confer- 
ence was interrupted by the coming 
of the tea wagon and for 15 minutes 
no business was discussed and the 
psychological moment lost. The Eng- 
lishmen take much more interest in 
sports than In this country. Several 
hundred thousand people attend the 
big games and races and nearly 
everyone bets on the results. For 
several days before the perby day 
and sc veral days after nothing is 
discussed but the betting and the 
races. 

Mr. Stanley told of the Dole sys- 
tem under which men are kept in 
idleness while others are taxed for 
tlielr support. These doles amount 
to about $6 a week for a single man. 
He believed the Labor Party was a 
loadstone on the English govern- 
ment as its members had no concep- 
tion of public welfare. 

The coal strike is still in progress, 
he said, and thought the trouble was 
largely clue to the fact that the old- 
er mines were not operated on mod- 
ern principles and cannot be made to 
pay. In closing Mr. Stanley com- 
mented on the fact that American 
made goods are in much demand not 
only in England but in Europe as 
well.

As we admired the elegant appoint- 
ments of Roy Randall’s renovated ice 
crenm parlor, we could not but think 
of the change which has taken place 
in the “ice cream industry” since we 
were a kid. In those days there were 
no ice cream parlors in Newton, ex- 
cept Paxton’s, and we ordinary kids 
did not possess enough coin to enjoy 
the cold delicacy at that establish- 
ment. The wholesale ice cream 
business had not come into existence, 
and what little ice cream was sold by 
drug stores was made on the prem- 
ises. The only source of supply 
within the means of “us kids,” was 
an old Italian who drove a little can- 
vas covered wagon. He had a long 
route through Newton and surround- 
ing towns and reached here only a 
couple of times each week. He an- 
nounced his coming by ringing a 
large hand-bell. His cream could not 
compare with that enjoyed by the 
present generation of youngsters, but 
it tasted real good to us on the in- 
frequent occasions when we managed 
to get a nickel to purchase a little of 
it. 

A well known citizen remarked to 
us the other day that one of the most 
notable accomplishments in the city 
during recent years is the improve- 
ment of North street, Newton Centre. 
From an unattractive road, impossible 
for travel, this street, which for over 
a score of years has ended abrupt y 
on a bluff overlooking Commonwealth 
avenue, is being transformed into a 
well graded, attractive highway which 
will greatly increase the value of sur- 
rounding property. This improvement 
tan be attributed solely to t’te ptr- 
sistency of John M. FiztGerald, who 
undaunted by repeated rebuffs, so pes- 
tered the aldermen, that he finally 
righted the injustice which has been 
borne for the past quarter century by 
residents of North street. As there 
is another North street in the city, and 
as it is the desire of city authorities 
to eliminate duplication in names of 
streets, we would suggest as a tribute 
to the long labors of the gentleman who 
brought about this improvement, that 
the name of this North street he 
changed to FitzGerald Road. 

It is interesting to observe how some 
of our aldermen will strenuously op- 
pose the granting of permits to gaso- 
line stations in their own wards, hut 
are quite in favor of having permits 
granted in other wards.

While the adverse action of the al- 
dermanic committee on the matter of 
establishing the two platoon system 
for members of the Fire department, 
was anticipaled. we believe there is 
•much to be said in favor of the plan. 
We fall i o see why there is anj dis 
crimination between policemeh and 
firemen on the matter of hours of set 
vice, aa it has long been the settled 
policy of the city to treat them on the 
same basis on the matter of salary and 
vacations. Undoubtedly the hours for 
firemen were the result of the old vol 
unteer system when the young men 
of the place were glad to have the op- 
portunity to 9leep in the fire station 
in order to be ready for the fun of 
fighting a fire. It was comparatively 
easy to go from this system to the 
paid call force where sleeping accom- 
modations were a part of the small 
compensation. The next step was to 
keep the long hours when a permanent 
force was established. 

With this history, the justice of 
treating firemen and policemen, both 
of whom serve the public in the mat- 
ter of protection, has been somewhat 
obscured, but it would be only just 
nevertheless to give them the same 
hours, or in case of the firemen to 
work towards that end by abandon- 
ing the present cumbersome one day 
off in three plan for the two-platoon 
system.

NEWS 

FROM THE COLLEGES

This Journey lakes us deep into 
the hills of New Hampshire, to the 
land of the Walt- Who- Walt’s, that 
famous tribe of Indians, who wear 
the royal green, ami shout their lusty 
war-cry from the citadels of the vil- 
lage of Hanover. Perched up among 
the highlands (queer, Isn’t it, how 
colleges have a way of collecting on 
the hi Ights,- it must he an added 
factor in the state of higher learning! 
stands Dartmouth, the home of more 
Newton men than any other college 
at the present time. Famous for her 
football teams, she is equally famed 
for her selective system, that she in- 
troduced into collegiate circles. Only 
the cream of a high school class can 
enter its portals, and It speaks well 
for Newton preparatory standards 
that so many of her graduates ma- 
triculate there. Here is located the 
well-known Tuck school, one of the 
best, if not the best, schools for 
business training in the country. And 
last, but best of all. the ladies ac- 
claim, here is the site of the garish 
Winter Carnival, that fiesta of such 
enchant incut and varied Interest that 
it intrigues the most distant looker- 
on. 

Wrapped in the green blankets with 
their medallion-like D’s, the sachems, 
sit calmly smoking their pipes, the 
time-honored insignia of the high 
chiefs of the ruling house of the Wall 
Who-Wahs. Glancing around the cir- 
cle in the dim fire-light, we are able 
to distinguish in the front ranks such 
wise and mighty warriors as Doane 
Arnold. Charles Bartlette, James Will- 
ing. and William North, all trans- 
ferred from their native heath. Wab- 
an. And seated near them is Her- 
bert Hansen, that wise oracle of lit- 
erary wisdom, whose words are few 
but mighty. A brief history of each 
leader would not be out of place and 
first of all we shall narrate the deeds 
and adventures of George D. Arnold. 
“Peaches" had a most remarkable rec- 
ord during his career at Newton, be- 
ing a leader scholastically, socially, 
and athletically. He was manager of 
the football eleven in 1922. one of the 
best teams Newton has had in past 
years, and then, to show his ver- 
satility. lie turned round and played 
end on the newly-formed Intermediate 
varsity. What he lacked in weight he 
made up for in football knowledge, 
leading the team to a victorious sea- 
son. He was a member of the golf 
team for two seasons, pairing with 
Eddie Stimpson for many victories, 
besides this he was on the baseball 
and track squads. In his class-mates 
eyes he was a man to rely on and we 
find him president of his class in 
1922 and holding the same office on 
the Student Council the following 
year. He was elected to the Athletic 
Committee and took part in the pro- 
duction of the Senior play in his final 
year at Newton. At Dartmouth he is 
a prominent man on the campus and 
stands very high scholastically. It is 
rumored that the call of the minis- 
try is being given serious thought 
by this promising young man. 

With him are fellow neighbors, 
William North and James Willing. 
Like Arnold, both are golfers of note, 
having played for Newton in this 
sport. “Hill’’ was interested in a 
diversity of extra-curricula activities 
and among his records are numbered 
the class secretaryship for four con- 
secutive years, membership in the 
various clubs that make up the stu 
dent contacts with the departments, 
and a member of the Senior play cast. 
He. too, like his contemporary. Am 
old, was manager of football, only his 
service was in 1923. At Dartmouth he 
has continued his literary pursuits, 
and is owner of one of the show- 
rooms of all college living-quarters. 
His arrangements and fitting have re- 
ceived a great deal of praise from 
competent critics besides being pic- 
tured in magazines dealing with in- 
terior decorating problems. “Peanut” 
Willing was a member of the Eng- 
lish and Spanish Clubs, and inter- 
ested in the managerial competitions 
during his time at Newton. In Charles 
Bartlette. Newton has reason to be 
proud, he is manager of the big Green 
team that is marching on its way to 
another successful season, even if 
Yale did cause them to hesitate. 
Charley did not graduate from New- 
ton but from a near-by preparatory 
school, and in Hanover he has stood 
well up in his class. 

Herbert Hansen, to whom the honor 
of starting the idea of a weekly 
school paper is due, also is interested 
in the same type of work at college. 
It was he who had the power and in- 
itiative to put the rather dubios pros- 
pect of a well run high school news- 
paper over. His literary ability was 
early recognized and the fall of 1922 
saw him as editor of the “Review, 
the monthly publication of the high 
school. Dissatisfied with the results, 
lie. borrowing to some extent the 
idea of Everard Jordan, a class-mate, 
who had issued a crude, hand-printed 
weekly, advocated a weekly news- 
paper for Newton High School 
Backed by the officials, and meeting 
with welcome response from the stu- 
dent body at large, he organized the 
Paper that today is known as the 
"Newtonite.” Also he was president 
of the Mathematics CJub, when it was 
newly formed, and a member of both 
the Student Council and the English 
t’lub. At Dartmouth he lias com- 
bined with the aforementioned group, 
to give Newton a high standing in all 
lines of college life. Next week we 
will continue with the stories of the 
lesser chiefs down to the shivering 
neophytes who await their initiation 
with Interest.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

If your interest in political candi- 
dates Is not sufficient to draw you to 
the party rallies held nightly 
throughout the State, then think of 
these men ami what they are going 
through in the hope of arousing the 
enthusiasm of you voters.

River and Springfield tonight, and if 
you gel a chance you might stop off 
at Bluckstone where there is a church 
fair.” 

Can you imagine a man expected 
to cover the greater part of Massa- 
chusetts in one evening? No, of 
course you can’t, and you will say 
that I have grossly exaggerated. Per- 
haps 1 have, but 1 can solemnly 
swear that I have seen some weird 
geographical puzzles laid before au 
orator and called a schedule of his 
evening’s rallies. 


is always necessary. If we had to 
choose between gloves and coin there 
is little doubt we would all go around 
this winter with frozen hands.

When a State committee starts out 
to arrange speaking dates as they are 
called, it naturally wants to please 
everybody.

Mr. Frank W. Remick, for many 
years a prominent resident of West 
Newton, died Saturday morning at the 
Phillips House, Boston, following an 
operation for ulcers of the stomach,

If that be 
the case I am wondering if I have 
not tumbled on something that used 
to he and which is no longer. Or is 
it that l am wrong and possess a 
warped perspective — an oblique point 
of view? 

We all know that there are such 
tilings as ash barrels and try as we 
may — or some of us at least — we can- 
not avoid contact with them in one 
way or another. These barrels must 
hi* filled, for there is no other re- 
ceptacle for ashes, papers and other 
reruse. And they must be rolled to 
I lie edge of the sidewulk once a week 
in order that they may be emptied. 

Regardless of whether one gives 
the -personal touch to rolling out his 
own ash barrels or has it done for 
him, there is something to be thought 
of and thought of seriously. Here is 
where the “lost art” comes in. Are 
the men who toss the burrels on the 
trucks losing the skill of emptyiug 
the burred?

Mr. Remick was born in East Bos- 
ton in 1861. He was graduated from 
the Boston English High School in 
1879. He entered the employ of Kid- 
der, Peabody & Company October 3, 
1879. and became a member of the 
firm October 2, 1905. 

Admitted November 10, 1885, Mr. 
Remick had been a member of the 
Boston Stock Exchange for forty-one 
years and its president for three 
terms. During the first years of his 
membership he was active on the 
floor as broker for his firm, but iu 
later years confined himself large- 
ly to tiie office. 

Mr. Remick was active in the Boy 
Scouts until recently, and he had long 
been a director in the Boston Metro- 
politan Red Cross Chapter. During 
the war he was a member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the New Eng- 
land Liberty Loan and worked inde- 
fatigably toward making the loans 
a success. During the police strike 
he was chairman of the committee to 
receive funds for the Committee ou 
^Public Safety. 

• Mr. Remick was chairman of the 
' Metropolitan ^executive committee 
which had charge of raising $5,000,000 
for the United War Work Campaign, 
which benefited such organizations us 
the Y. M. C. A.. Y. W. C. A., National 
Catholic War Council (Knights of 
Columbus), Salvation Army, Jewish 
Welfare Board, and other similar 
bodies, tiie total quota for Massachu- 
setts having been $9,000,000. He was 
also chairman of the Edwin U. Cur- 
tis Memorial Fund during 1922 and 
’23. 

Mr. Remick was a member of the 
Union Club and had at one time been 
treasurer, lit* hud been treasurer of 
the English High School Centenuary 
Committee and at the time of his 
death was trustee of the Bngliah 
iiiuii School Association * 

Mr. Remick was u recognized 
authority on the management of 
financial enterprises and was identi- 
fied with many lurge interests. 

Mr. Reniick’s home was at 34 Exe- 
ter street, West Newton. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, who wus Mary 
H. Howland. 

The funeral services held Alouday 
afternoon at the West Newton Uni- 
tarian Church were attended by a 
large number of friends uhd business 
associates.

There is no member of the Board of 
Aldermen for whom we have more re- 
spect than Alderman Madden of Ward 
1. He is usually right, but, we cannot 
agree with the argument he advanced 
at a recent meeting of the aldermen, 
when he opposed a permit for a tilling 
station. He said, "If Washington 
street continues to he developed into 
an automobile district, it will he nec- 
essary to create new business districts 
in the city to permit the erection of 
stores.’ We have more than enough 
stores in Newton now. As proof of 
this one has but to observe the num- 
ber of vacant stores in the vicinity of 
Xonantum Square. Most of the store- 
keepers in various villages of this city, 
are not becoming bloated capitalists on 
huge profits. Most of them are having 
a hard struggle. Mr. Madden related 
ithat real estate promoters of Newton 
’ had told him "that more stores are 
needed throughout the city, particular- 
ly in such places as the # corner of Wav- 
erley avenue and Tremont street, and 
the corners of Centre street and Com 
monwealth avenue." As the south- 
east corner of Centre street and Com 
monwealth avenue is uow used for 
business purposes, it might not be 
amiss to argue that it would be logical 
for the soutli-west corner of these two 
main thoroughfares to he converted to 
similar use. But, so lar as stores be- 
ing needed there, they most certainly 
are not. Stores are not needed at the 
corners of Waverley avenue and Tre- 
mont street. Newton Corner's busi- 
ness district is but a few minutes’ 
walk from this location. And, there 
are stores on Tremont street, over the 
Brighton line, about a quarter a mile 
distant. With almost every family 
possessing an auto aud a telephone, 
with stores providing free delivery, it 
is not necessary to have stores every 
couple of hundred yards. 

Newton is Boston’s most attractive 
suburb because its beautiful residen- 
tial sections have not been spoiled by 
the erection here, there, aud every- 
where of cheap blocks of stores. Un- 
doubtedly some real estate speculators 
would he delighted at the profits they 
would obtain could they convert some 
of our desirable residential sections 
into business zones. The welfare of 
the residents of Newton is however, 
paramount over the profits of a few 
’too-enterprising real estate specula- 
tors who attempt to conjure imagin- 
ary needs. There is little danger that 
any Board of Aldermen of Newton will 
unnecessarily change residential zones 
into business zones. Mr. Madden 
would he the last to agree to any such 
change. 


James Dunn of Gardner street was 
86 years of age last week. "Jim,” 
as he is familiarly called, is one of 
Newton’s oldest native sons. During 
the Civil War he served with the Ord- 
nance Division of the army. In 1888 
he was one of the first letter car- 
riers appointed when free delivery 
was established in Newton. He served 
in this position until he was retired 
some years ago. Mr. Dunn is one 
of the few old timers remaining who 
can give first hand information on 
events happening in this city during 
the past three-quarters of a century. 


Talking about clothes. The other 
day we took a ride from Wellesley to 
Needham. It was a glorious Sunday 
afternon and the autumn foliage was 
at its best. Many fair young ladies 
were hiking along the road. We 
naturally supposed they were students 
at Wellesley College. A few hundred 
yards down the street we espied three 
young persons walking toward us. 
Two of them, we could observe, were 
young women wearing knickerbock- 
ers. The. third person seemed to be 
someone attired in blue dungaree. 

How absurd,” we thought, "to see a 
young man, wearing overalls and 
jumpers, promenading on a Sunday 
afternoon with two pretty maidens.' 
But, as we drew nearer, we saw that 
the third person was not a young man 
in overalls and jumper. She was a 
pretty girl in a costume of azure 
blue pajamas. And, she looked real 
cute. Now, to some conservative 
persons the thought of a young 
woman taking a stroll in a New Eng- 
land college town on a Sunday af- 
ternoon, clad in pajamas, is horrify- 
ing. We have been accustomed to 
consider pajamas as a garment to be 
worn in the privacy of bed-chambers. 
Thinking of them thusly, we would 
almost as soon expect to see a per- 
son promeuuding in a night-dress as 
in pajamas. But, it appears that the 
custom sturted at Lido, Venice, and 
copied at Palm Beach, Coney Island, 
Revere and other sea-side resorts, is 
spreading. Anyhow, the pajamas this 
young lady had on were not of the 
flimsy silk variety, suitable for wear 
in bed rooms. They were of velvet, 
and may have been purchased in India 
or Persia, where such garments are 
commonly worn on the streets by 
both men and women.

HOY. FULLER COMING

Fuller have always been greatly inter- 
ested in our Hospitals and were prime 
movers in the establishing of the Bos-

Monday night a Democratic rally 
v.*s held in Elks Hall.

■ presided and introduced the speakers.

Strabo Dag- 
gett. John Tierney, and James H. 
Vahev of Watertown. 


! Members of the Newton aldermen, 
other than ihose on he Finance Com- 
(mittec, held a meeting on October 21st 
to consider further the matter of plac- 
I ing the Newton Fire Department on a 
two platoon basis. This matter had 
been discussed at length at previous 
[meetings, but. Alderman Grebenstein 
had suggested that inasmuch as the 
members of the* Finance Committee 
had listened to experts tell of the var- 
ious problems confronting the Fire 
Department of this city, the other 
members of the Board should likewise 
have an opportunity to receive similar 
knowledge. So, the fourteen mem- 
bers assembled at an informal meet- 
ing. with Mr. Grebenstein acting as 
Chairman, and listened to experts dis- 
cuss methods for improving our Fire 
Department. 

The first speaker called upon by- 
Mr. Grebenstein was Mr. Charnock of 
the New England Fire Insurance Ex- 
change. In 1923 a survey of condi- 
tions in Newton, relative to fire con- 
diions, was made by this organiza- 
tion. and the improvements necessary 
in the water system. Fire Department 
and Building Laws of the city to per- 
mit of a reduction in the rates charg- 
ed on fire insurance policies were spe- 
cified. Mr. Charnock stated what these 
recommendations had been. They in- 
cluded. in part, the installation of 
more large water mains. 500 addi- 
tional hydrants, a ladder truck at 
Newton Corner, the annual testing of 
all the hose to withstand a pressure 
of 200 pounds, a drill school for the 
firemen with a graduate of a fire col- 
lege in charge, the response to tele- 
phone alarms of as many pieces of 
apparatus as answer bell alarms, red 
lights on all fire alarm boxes, addi- 
tional circuits on the fire alarm sys- 
tem to relieve overcrowding on the 
existing circuits and stricter building 
laws within the areas defined as fire 
hazard zones. Mr. Charnock specified 
a new % fire alarm system, more large 
water mains and additional hydrants 


as the improvements most needed. Al- 
derman Baker obtained a blackboard 
and wrote upon it the list of credits 
and deficiencies placed for and against 
Newton when the survey was made 
in 1923. 

Alderman Hinckley asked Mr. Charn- 
■ock regarding fire losses in Newton as 
compared with other cities in the 
I state? Mr. Charnock answered that 
[while losses in Newton are consid- 
erably below the average, rates are 
not determined to any degree by the 
•extent of losses in any one city, but 
[rather by the average losses in a giv- 
en area. In answer to a question by- 
Alderman Xorinan Pratt, he explained 
that establishing two platoons will not 
effect the rates of insurance. The 
.efficiency of a fire department is 
gauged by the minimum number of 
(men on duty at all times, and a great- 
er number of men should be on duty 
[nights than days. Alderman Hodg- 
son asked, “Would a new fire alarm 
system cause the insurance rates to 
be lowered?” He was told that while 
such an improvement would tend 
largely to produce lower rates on bus- 
iness buildings, it will not bring low- 
er rates on frame dwellings. 

Alderman Bail expressed the opin- 
ion that the discussion was wander- 
ing from the proper subject — that the 
meeting had been called to talk about 
ithe two platoon system. He wanted 
[to learn what the city will gain to- 
wards lower insurance rates by es- 
tablishing the two platoon system. Mr. 
Charnock replied that nothing will be 
gained by reducing the “deficiency 
! points" than will be gained by 
appointing enough extra men under 
the present system to permit the ap- 
paratus to be properly manned at all 
hours of the day. The minimum num- 
ber required to properly man the pres- 
ent amount of apparatus is 53 men on 
I ‘lays and 77 nights. Chief Randlett. 
in reply to a question from Alderman 
Bail said there would be 56 firemen

NEWS 

FROM THE COLLEGES 


By Harold P. Carver, N. H. S. 26 


The problem of relating Christianity 
to the modern world Is increasingly 
engaging the attention of those inter- 
ested in religious education. Among 
the many efforts which are being 
made along this line, one of the most 
interesting is in connection with the 
Church School of the Baptist Church 
in Newton Centre. Under the leader- 
ship of Prof. Kirtley F. Mather, Chair- 
man of the Department of Geology and 
Geography at Harvard University, a 
group of young people have been 
meeting on Sunday mornings for the 
last two years. This fall the work of 
•‘The Mather Class” has grown to 
such an extent that the organization 
has engaged the parlors of the New- 
ton Centre Woman’s Club house for 
its Sunday morning forum. Here the 
members of the class and their friends 
gather at 9.45 each Sunday morning 
for a discussion of some particular 
phase of the general problem of 
“Contemporary Christianity.” The 
members of the class include young 
people, of college age and over, and 
youthful adults, regardless of their 
years. 

With the present use of the largest 
quarters in the Woman’s Club House, 
the project is now assuming some- 
thing of a community nature and all 
who are interested in the problems 
under discussion are welcomed to the 
group regardless of their denomin- 
ational affiliation. It is looked upon 
by the Educational Board of the New- 
ton Centre Baptist Church as a con- 
tribution to the life of the commun- 
ity as a whole. 

Sunday, October 17th, the topic for 
discussion was “God’s Place in Na- 
ture.” On October 24th, Prof. J. P. 
Berkeley of the Newton Theological 
Institution will lead the forum, using 
as his topic “Why Human Beings 
Sometimes Behave Like Christians.” 
October 31st. tlio forum will be con- 
ducted by Prof. Mather, his topic be- 
ing: “Man’s Place in Nature.” Fu- 
ture meetings will discuss such prob- 
lems as “The Application of Christian 
Principles to Modern Industrial and 
Commercial Life.” “The Christian’s 
Attitude toward War,” “The Christian 
and the Prohibition Laws” and “In- 
ternational Relations from the Chris- 
tian Point of View.” 

Montague P. Ford of Elgin street, 
Newton Centre, is President of the 
Mather Class and under his direction 
various activities other than the Sun- 
day morning forum are being organ- 
ized. Among them may he noted a 
“loan library" of current literature 
related to the broad and general topic 
of “Contemporary Christianity.” Many 
members of the class have each con- 
tributed a volume to the library and 
the whole Is ^available to nil the 
members.

Continuing the story of the Dart- 
mouth Indians we lind in the Junior 
class three former wearers of the or- 
ange and the black. John Nixon, the 
hockey player, who has played in vari- 
ous sports up In Hanover is the first 
one. Graduating in 1924, he left a 
record behind of playing football for 
two years, being a tackle and a fine 
placement kicker to hoot. He also was 
on the hockey squad for four years 
playing regular wing the last two, ana 
his exhibition against the Canadian 
champions is not liable to he forgotten. 
He also was in the Forum his senior 
year. At Dartmouth he played hockey 
and pitched for the freshman team. 
Last year he was a member of the var- 
sity baseball squad, while this coming 
hockey season he hopes to be a mem- 
ber of the Big Green sextet. Herbert 
W. Brown of Newton Centre, who en- 
tered Newton High near the end of his 
junior year, is also at Dartmouth. At 
Newton he showed proficiency in 
mathematics, being a member of Alpha 
Gamma Tau. the school mathematics 
organization. In Berthold Stern. New- 
ton sent a promising newspaper man 
to Dartmouth. It was he, allied with 
Bowen, that made the fun column so 
famous or infamous according to 
whether one furnished material for its 
humor or not. He passed under the 
title of “Bert the Bull.” Stern also 
played football for the lightweight 
teams for two years, and took part in 
the Senior play besides being prom- 
nent in the French Club of that year. 

For the class of 1929 Newton should 
have the greatest interest since they 
were the largest delegation from the 
graduating class of 1925 to enter any 
one college. Chief among the entering 
candidates was Philip Rising of New 
ton Centre. One of the most popular 
boys in the class, he was quarterback 
on the varsity for two years, a deadly 
interfering hack. Besides this he 
threw the javelin on the track squad, 
making a name for himself in this 
latest department of field events. In 
a scholastic way he was an excellent 
student having membership in the 
French Club and on the publication 
hoard of the Orange Book, the school 
directory. At the wigwam he contin 
ued on his course making the fresh 
man varsity as end until a leg injury 
forced him to the side-lines. That 
spring he went out for track, easily 
earning his numerals in that sport. 
As a javelin thrower he was the peer 
of many of the varsity performers. 
This year he is on the football squad, 
having this past week journeyed to 
Boston, to view the defeat of the 
Green. Along with him were Harold 
Walker and Arnold Lovejoy likewise 
on the squad. Since at Dartmouth 
there is a rule that freshmen may not 
join fraternities, the announcements of 
pledging are delayed until the sopho- 
more vrtir. This year Walker pledged 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon, while Lovejoy 
went Epsilon Kappa Phi. Both men 
were on the freshman team of last 
year and, incidentally played the same 
positions, guard. Lovejoy graduated 
from Newton in 1924. spending a sea- 
son at Worcester Academy, where he 
‘ prepared for Dartmouth. While at 
Worcester he played football and base- 
ball, covering the outer garden for the 
red and black. At Newton he was on 
the football team for three years, and 
played baseball a like number. As for 
Walker, he was a crack guard his last 
year, and at the same time was in the 
Legislature of the school, and was en- 
rolled in the Mathematics Club. In 
one of the students in the class of 
1929, Newton has a star of the first 
water in the person of John Bryant, 
who this year went Psi Upsilon. to- 
gether with Schofield Harris and Rich- 
ard Rogers of West Newton. “Bunny" 
as a swinjmer is a whole team in him- 
self. Graduating from Andover, he 
has carried the Blue to many victories 
in the tank. Last year he took up the 
.burden of putting the Dartmouth var- 
sity team ahead of its competitors, 
j He gave Captain Bronson of Yale, the 
national collegiate one hundred yard 
champion, the race of his life in the 
past dual meet. This summer he has 
been keeping in form at the various 
pools and now is ready to plow 
through another season. In the sopho- 
more class there are also five other 
Newton men. Charles Darling, whose 
humor was such an asset to the school 
paper, is* becoming to some extent the 
wit of the campus up in Hanover. 
Chuck was not only a humorist hut 
he could out-Altrock Nick himself in 
a football uniform. He was a web-foot, 
too, specializing in the plunge, and 
varied his program by being a writer 
of promise. He held membership in 
the English Club for three successive 
years and was feature editor of his 
year book, the Newtonian. This year 
he chose Epsilon Kappa Phi as his 
fraternity. Nelson Hartstone and 
Kingsburw Nickerson are room-mates 
both were transfers, the former from 
Boston Latin, while Nickerson came 
from Brookline. Hartstone was In the 
orchestra in 1924. Henry Wood of 
Newtonville and Joseph Lovell of West 
Newton round out this class’s Newton 
contingent. Lovell was a member of 
both the Mathematics and English 
Clubs, while Wood, who specialized in 
the mathematical sciences was en- 
rolled in Alpha Gamma Tau for four 
years. He also was on the Student 
Council and Interested in literary af- 
fairs. 

The freshman class holds two New- 
ton men. Malcolm I‘. Gallagher the 
star truck athlete, and William Flet- 
cher, who Is following in Gallagher’s 
path Mul was captain in his chosen 
sport during 1924. excelling In the 
hurdles and the broad Jump. He is 
easily one of the rosiest men over the 
barriers in tills vicinity. Gallagher 
also was on the Newtonlte. running 
the sport column, which he handled in 
an interesting manner. Fletcher, liith- 
erto, lias been on study bent, holding 
membership In the Mathematics Club 
and the similar French organization, 
besides being an honor student, lliis 
year lie went out for cross country 
freshman team, and has made the

MASTER PLUMBERS HOLD 
ANNUAL BANQUET 

The annual banquet of the Newton 
Master Plumbers Association was 
hold Monday evening at the State 
Armory, West Newton. The hffleers 
of this organization, which is com- 
posed of master plumbers of Newton, 
Waltham, Needham and Watertown, 
are: President, Alfred G. Kerr; Vico- 
President Leonard Hickman; Secre- 
tary, J. H. McGourty; Treasurer, Fred 
Perkins. The committee in charge of 
the banquet included J. H. McGourty, 
Chairman; Messrs. A. G. Kerr, Walter 
Hogan, John Foster, Charles O’Neil, 
William Hockridge, Henry Gallagher. 
Over 150 attended, and enjoyed a 
sumptuous repast. Following the din- 
ner Florence Howland Landers enter- 
tained with readings. 

The speaker of the evening was Col. 
William Archer of Evansville, Indiann, 
lecturer for the National Trade Exten- 
sion Bureau. He emphasized the need 
of organization and criticised plumb- 
ers who take jobs at too low figures 
and then do such poor work that their 
customers have an adverse opinion 
of the plumbing trade as a whole. He 
advised his listeners to bring into 
their organization men who resort to 
this practice so that they may he in- 
stilled with the spirit of fair play 
and proper business ethics. Col. Arch- 
er lauded the service clubs such as 
the Rotary and Kiwanis, for the 
great work they are doing in pro- 
moting friendship and civic better- 
ment and suggested that trade or- 
ganizations follow the methods used 
by these clubs. He referred to the 
goblets, which in pre-Volstead days 
contained the stimulation to make 
banquets enjoyable occasions, and 
said that stimulation is now afforded 
by music. He cited the enthusiasm 
which choral singing produces and 
told his audience to try to sing, even if 
they could hardly utter a sound. 

Other means suggested by Col. 
Archer to increase the effectiveness of 
the organization were — inviting per- 
sons in other trades and professions 
to address its meetings, and asking 
the employes of the master plumbers 
to the gatherings. He stressed the 
importance of close and friendly re- 
lation** bet wen employers and em- 
ployees. “Labor troubles,” he said 
“should be settled before they arise.” 
He praised the National Association of 
Master Plumbers for the efforts it i 3 
making to teach the trade to boys 
and thus fill the shortage of plumbers 
in this country. This shortage is 
estimated as 35,000. He told of the 
contrast in industrial conditions be- 
tween Europe and this country. In 
European countries men take pride in 
their businesses and trades. Sons 
are trained to follow in the occupa- 
tions of their fathers, and a business 
will he handed down in the same fam 
ily for generations. In the United 
States the ordinary father beseeches 
his son not to enter the occupation 
he is engaged in. Mothers in this 
country are averse to having their 
boys engage in any occupation which 
necessitates the wearing of overalls, 
or which will cause the hands of their 
“darling boys” to become soiled. The 
result is — that too many American 
boys think of nothing hut flivvers and 
flappers, and it has become increas- 
ingly difficult to recruit apprentices 
for the building trades. Col. Archer 
also paid his respects to the growing 
generation of young ladies in • this 
land. He said, “the beauty parlors 
are spoiling the women of America. 
He urged the plumbers to adopt as 
proteges hoys who will learn the 
trade. He exhorted his auditors Jto 
participate in all public movements, 
to develop confidence in one another 
and to work together. 

Following Col. Archer’s address 
dancing was enjoyed. Music was 
furnished by Doyle’s Orchestra.

He praised such organizations ns tho 
W. C. T. U., the League of Women 
Voters, (organizations that had met 
at Hyannis in time past) and the 
Women’s Clubs, believing, he said, 
that the women will rectify many mis- 
takes made by tho men in politics. 

He presented the key of the village, 
of the town and Cape, for one key un- 
locks, them all, to the President, Mrs. 
Potter. 

“Mrs. Harris said they were cele- 
brating their twenty-sixth birthday. 
They celebrated their twenty-fifth 
birthday, last year, by burning the 
mortgage on their Club house, (the 
Hyannis Women’s Club is rightly very 
proud of its club house). 

“Mrs. Potter responded in very fit- 
ting terms, accepting the hospitality. 

“Mrs. R. O. Harper, chairman of 
American Citizenship of Hampden 
County Women’s Clubs, brought to 
the Clubs the report of the annual 
meeting at Swampscott, and although 
an event of several months ago, those 
daily meetings were sensed, and the 
inspiration of that occasion felt even 
now. 

“Mrs. Frederick Glazier Smith, Mrs. 
Milton J. Rosenau, and Mrs. Abigail 
E. Woodward brought tho high lights 
from the Bi-ennial at Atlantic City. 
The next bi-ennial, it was announced, 
will be held in San Antonio, Texas. 

"Mrs. Paul A. Peters, the friend of 
the war veterans, told of the sales at 
the Bi-ennial, and of their work. In 
her sprightly way she made, from her 
audience, new helpers for ‘her boys.’ 

“Mrs. Walter B. Leach brought the 
account of the New England Confer- 
ence at Whitefleld, N. H. This pass- 
ing along of the good things of one 
meeting to another meeting is very 
informing. 

“Dr. Anna C. Palmer’s plea that 
every Club in the country give some 
attention to the subject of cancer 
was urgently stressed. Sho» will fur- 
nish speakers if Clubs so wish. 

“The afternoon opened with an or- 
gan recital by Mrs. Mina del Castillo, 
of the Music Department of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and her appointment, as Mrs. Potter 
stated, was another honor for Mas- 
sachusetts. 

"Mrs. Heman A. Harding stated 
there were 16 Clubs in District One. 
Eight hundred people were said to be 
in attendance. Clubs represented were 
136; regular delegates were 110; state 
delegates were 19; and total delegates 
129. 

‘The outstanding business of the 
State Federation Convention was the 
adoption of a recommendation which 
came from the Executive Board rela- 
tive to taking Legislative bills for 
study and not to ask for endorsement 
for this one year. 

“Mrs. Frederick Glazier Smith and 
Mrs. John H. Kimball, the new chair- 
man of Legislation, spoke in favor of 
adoption. Mrs. Smith said that seve- 
ral bills already endorsed by the Mas- 
sachusetts State Federation would 
come up again this year, and that in 
her opinion it would be far wiser to 
try not endorsing any new bills for 
one trial year.” 

Reports from other sources of 
statements by the speaker of the af- 
ternoon, Dr. Daniel S. Marsh, and by 
Mrs. Emery D. Leighton, well-known 
to Clubwomen for more than one gen- 
eration, but not made in open meeting 
by her, may be of interest to Newton 
Clubwomen. 

“Evolution should be taught of 
course. People who condemn it are 
shallow-pated,” said Dr. Marsh, 
president of Boston University. 

“Evolution does not do anything it- 
self. It is nothing but a name for an 
orderly procedure in Nature. In teach- 
ing it we do not conduct God to the 
frontier and bar him out. It can 
never be truly claimed that it destroys 
interest in religion or love of God. 

“The important thing in education 
is the development of personality and 
keeping alive a sense of wonder,” con- 
tinued the educator. “We are in 
dreadful peril of the commonplace. 
The thing is to make men believe they 
are responsible for their actions and 
the children of God. If you can make 
them think so, so will they act.” 

Mrs. Leighton’s optimism, when In- 
terviewed, will be encouraging to sigh 
ing modern mothers, although she 
starts out with what looks like work 
for mothers to perform — work once 
undertaken by mother but now ne- 
glected. tt* 

“Girls need chaperones today as 
much as ever they did even though 
they are supposed to be self reliant 
and able to take care of themselves. 
Without experience and judgment, self 
reliance does not amount to much. A 
girl better be a clinging vine,” in the 
opinion of Mrs. Leighton, one of the 
pioneer women workers in the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

Mrs. Leighton was the oldest club 
woman present, having held mem- 
bership in the homo club of 
Boston for more than 50 years. 

“Gay little girls of this generation 
will become the strict mothers of the 
next batch of girls,” said Mrs. Leigh 
on. “When they become mothers 
themselves, they will have a reali- 
zation of the thin ice upon which they 
skated in all their self reliance, and 
down will come the lid upon their 
own daughters. 

"This lid will have understanding 
attached to it. It will never bo as 
strict and rigid as in the days of our 
grandmothers, and that is some of the 
good that is coming out of all this 
stress anil upset of conditions In the 
world today. 

“One of the trouble with today is 
(hat mothers liuvo been cnijoying a 
little fling at freedom along with their 
children,” continued Mrs, Leighton. 
“Girls of my day and even later had 
too much fear of their parents. Today

“Men hand women too many com- 
plements," said Mrs. Abigail E. Wood- 
ward, president of the Fitchburg Wo- 
man’s Club, whose report wns read. 

"Petty flattery, superficially given, 
Is not what women want from men. 
There is not enough seriousness in 
men’s attitude toward women’s work 
or enough sincerity in their praise. 
While women like praise, they want 
it to he genuine appreciation of tho 
fact that they are working for the up- 
lift of humanity at all costs, and not 
for empty compliments,”

welcomed the Board in a few inspir- 
ing words, encouraging individuals 
and Clubs to start the year with fresh 
courage and new life. After reports, 
Mrs. B. E. Taylor welcomed the Fed- 
eration to the Welfare Bureau rooms 
and made a plea for clothing for the 
Bureau, especially children’s clothes. 

Mr. Hasler Capron told of the plans 
for giving the Rainbow Review for the 
Hospital FNind at the new High 
Schobl Hall, when the different sec- 
tions of the city will come together 
in a neighborly spirit for Newton’s 
great common interest — the Hospital 
—and young people from all parts jf 
Newton will be in the cast. It is 
hoped to make this such an over- 
whelming success that sufficient 
money will be raised to build and 
equip a four-room ward in the new 
hospital. 

Mrs. Spear announced that at the 
meeting which is to take place in tho 
Underwood School on the evening of 
November 16th, not only was Newton 
to have an opportunity to hear our 
Congresswoman, Hon. Editli Nourse 
Rogers, but Mrs. F. Lothrop Ames 
also, so well-known as New England 
Legislative Chairman of the National 
Civics Federation, who will speak on 
“Side Lights on Legislation in Bos- 
ton.” 

Announcement was made of the 
Twelfth District Conference to be 
held at Newton Highlands, November 
2nd. Luncheon tickets may be ob- 
tained from Mrs. F. A. Campbell, 281 
Jackson street, Newton Centre. 

The meeting after the business was 
in the hands of the Community Ser- 
vice Committee. The Chairman, Mrs. 
J. Earle Parker, introduced Mr. 
Lucht, the Librarian of the Newton 
Library, who gave a delightfully in- 
formal talk on “Our Library Privi- 
leges.” He explained this city’s un- 
usual and almost unique condition of 
branch libraries maintained at points 
so placed that almost all citizens can 
reach a library within a half mile. 
Especially interesting was his report 
on the teaching of children to use 
the privileges of a library.

MARIA FIJRBER WOOD 

Miss Maria Furber Wood, a native 
and long time resident of Newton 
Centre, and former teacher in the 
Mason School, died at her apartment 
in the “Grafton,” 1203 Centre street, 
on Friday afternoon, Oct. 22nd. Her 
death was the result of a severe Bhock 
early on the previous Thursday morn- 
ing, from which she did not regain 
consciousness. 

The funeral service held at the First 
Congregational Church on Monday at 
3 o’clock was conducted hy her pas- 
tor, the Rev. Edward M. Noyes, D. D., 
and waR attended by a goodly assem- 
blage of friends from various parts of 
Newton. The burial was in the family 
lot at the Newton Cemetery. 

Miss Wood was born In the house 
now 93 Homer street on March 3, 
1855, the daughter of Bartholomew 
and Jennette B. Wood. Her father, 
after his college course, was a teacher 
for many years — at one time conduct- 
ing a young ladies’ boarding and day 
school at Newton Centre, located about 
where the southerly corner of Centre 
and Alden street now is. Her mother 
was associated with Mrs. Peabody 
( who was later Mrs. Dr. Furber of 
Newton Centre, and for whom Miss 
. Wood was named) in a young ladies 
school at Hanover, N. H. 

I With such a background Miss Wood 
naturally, after her graduation from 
the Newton High School in 1874, 
turned her attention to teaching. 
After one year’s teaching at Norwalk, 
Conn., she came home to the Mason 
School at Newton Centre, teaching 
there continuously from 1875 until 
, 1906 — 31, years. 

| Newton Centre was her home and 
she loved Newton; she identified her- 
self with the community and knew her 
pupils outside of the class room to 
an extent that Is unusual at the pres- 
ent day. Two generations had been 
under her influence and tutelage, and 
she has known her former pupils as 
they have grown to maturity. It was 
quite fitting that the bearers at her 
funeral (two of them her nephews) 
should all of them have been former 
pupils of hers at the Mason School. 

Early in life Miss Wood united with 
the First Church in Newton at New- 
ton Centre, and she was ever most de- 
voted to its interests. She was pecu- 
liarly well Informed as to its history 
and concerning those identified with it 
in the years past, as well as the pres- 
ent. 

She was much Interested in every- 
thing of a public import, and felt 
strongly as to the duty of women to 
inform themselves regarding local, 
state, or national affairs and to ex- 
press themselves by their voes at 
elections. 

She is survived by a brother and 
two sisters. Win. B. Wood of Newton 
Highlands. Mrs. Sarah J. Rand of Bel- 
mont, and Mrs. Susan C. Bancroft of 
Concord, N. H., also by thirteen neph- 
ews and, nieces. 

Her presence will be missed by a 
very wide circle of acquaintances.

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EDITORIALS 


— The question of Veteran's prefer- 
ence in our civil service ns it appears 
on the ballot next Tuesday is causing 
a great deal of uncertainty among 
many good citizens, and it is a matter 
on which considerable can he said on 
both sides. We recall that public sen- 
timent immediately after the war was 
strongly in favor of giving the boys 
who entered the service, everything 
possible in the way of bonus and pref- 
erence and it is possible that the Leg- 
islature went too far in some direc- 
tions. The great diffculty, as we see 
it. is caused by the fact that the law 
makes no distinction as to who is a 
“veteran." It rates the stay-at-home 
clerk in the war department just as 
high as the boys who fought in the 
front line trenches in France. 

And we believe it is the apparent in- 
justice in this respect that is making 
the trouble today and is the real rea- 
son for the campaign which has re- 
sulted in the referendum on the ballot 
next week. If a distinction could be 
made, so that the real veterans of the 
war should have the present absolute 
preference in filling public positions, 
we are of the opinion that no reason- 
able person would object. It is the 
preference given the stay-at-homes ' 
which causes all the trouble. 

In addtion to this point of view, we 
believe it is a question which the Leg- 
islature itself should have settled and 
In “passing the buck” as it has in this 
instance, the General court has not 
covered itself with credit. 

In the face of many considerations 
for a favorable vote on this referen- 
dum. we shall recommend a “NO" vote 
next Tuesday, with the hope that if 
this course is followed, the next Legis- 
lature will have sand enough to modify 
the present preference law so it will 
apply only to real veterans of the war, 
who, as the years pass by. receive less 
and less consideration from the coun- 
try they helped to preserve. 

Two years ago the voters of Newton 
as a protest against the renomination 
of Alonzo B. Cook, as state auditor, 
gave the Democratic candidate. Mr. 
Strabo V. Claggett — a resident of Au- 
burndale, a vote of 10985 to 7211 for 
Cook. Conditions have not changed 
during the past two years and the re- 
tention of Cook in a responsible state 
office is not at all creditable to the 
Republican party, altho it is fair to 
say, that Cook would never receive 
the Republican endorsement, if nom- 
ination were made by convention and 
not by the fallacious direct primary. 
Mr. Claggett's record is so far superior 
to that of Cook that there should be 


no hesitation whatever for Republi- 
cans in general and Newton Republi- 
cans in particular, to give him their 
unqualified support. Vote for Clag- 
gett for state auditor.

If President Coolidge can take the 
trouble to travel hundreds of miles to 
cast his ballot for Republican nom- 
inees it is surely up to the indifferent 
voters of Massachusetts to travel loss 
than a mile in most instances to per- 
form the same patriotic duty. Be sure 
and arrange your business and social 
affnirs so that you will have time to 
vote next Tuesday. 

We have enough confidence in the 
voters of. Newton to believe that if 
they will take the trouble to vote, they 
will usually vote right,— that Is to say 
they will support the re-election of 
competent officials. The principal dif- 
ficulty in this city is to get the individ- 
ual to the polls on election day. 

There should he no hesitation what- 
ever for Newton residents to vote for 
the retention of Governor Fuller and 
Senator Butler in office for both have 
made an enviable record for efficiency 
and accomplishment and their experi- 
ence in office will make them far su- 
perior public servants to their oppo- 
nents. Governor Fuller has been in- 
dependent and most sincere in his 
administration and Senator Butler has 
been a most able advocate of Massa- 
chusetts industries and needs at Wash- 
ington. Vote the entire Republican 
ticket except for state auditor.

A HO IT TOWN 

We would suggest to the representa- 
tives of Newton in the Legislature 
that they endeavor to impress upon 
tlie trustees of the "Boston Elevated” 
that residents of this city who use the 
cars of that company are entitled to 
a reasonable degree of consideration. 
Several times in this paper, attention 
has been called to the failure of the 
“Elevated" to equip its new cars on 
the Cambridge division with window 
shades. Perhaps If the men compos- 
ing the management of the "Elevated" 
had to ride daily In these cars and be 
forced to sit exposed to the full glare 
of the sun. they might properly fur- 
nish the necessary window shades. 

Lately small slot machines have 
been placed in the cars to vend chew- 
ing gum. or some such delicacy. They 
are so located that passengers are 
quite apt to bring their heads in sud- 
den and undesirable contact with said 
slot machines. The “Elevated" man- 
agement is becoming quite assiduous 
in quest of revenue when it will per- 
mit such devices in the cars, consider- 
ing the small rental they must bring. 
If this policy is pursued we may ex- 
pect to see weighing machines and 
other “catch penny" contraptions in 
the cars. 

It was stated at the special meet- 
ing of the Aldermen, called to consider 
the matter of establishing the two- 
platoon system in the Newton Fire 
Department, "that the voters of New- 
ton turned down the petition for this 
change when it was submitted to 
them through the Referendum, lie- 
cause they were not properly in- 
formed.” Many voters in Newton 
were opposed to the “two-platoon” be- 
cause of the publicity given to the 
fact that some firemen in other cities 
had engaged in other occupations in 
their off time. Chief Randlett is op- 
posed to the firemen in this city per- 
forming other work and would do all 
he could to prevent it. In justice to 
the firemen it can lie said that the 
great majority of them do not desire 
work other than their regular occupa- 
tion and for several years the Massa- 
chusetts Permanent Firemen’s Associa- 
tion has endeavored to have legisla- 
tion enacted which will prohibit in 
every city in this state, any permanent 
firemen engaging in other work. Such 
a bill is now before the Massachusetts 
Legislature.

on duty both days and nights under 
the scheme he has recommended for 
two platoons. At present 63 firemen 
are on duty nights. Alderman Hinck- 
ley asked if the savings to residents 
of the city in reduced insurance prem- 
iums will warrant the expenditure of 
the large sums required to change 
Newton from Class B to Class A as 
a fire risk? Alderman Fitts said, “that 
there are no figures available to tell 
how much is paid annually for poli- 
cies on fire insurance for dwellings 
and personal property in Newton. 
Estimates vary from $100,000 to $250- 
000. Assuming that a reduction of 
10% will be enjoyed if the better 
rating will be given to Newton, the 
savings might vary from $10,000 to 
$25,000 yearly. 

Alderman Earle asked if any fire 
department has more men on duty at 
night than during the daylight hours. 
Chief Randlett informed him that New- 
ton has more men on nights and it is 
a common practice, because of the 
difficulty in fighting fires during dark- 
ness, and because most bad fires oc- 
cur at night. Answering a question 
put by Alderman Hodgdon as to why 
a city where the fire loss is low, could 
not receive a reduction in insurance 
rates, Mr. Charnock said that it would 
be impracticable to determine rates 
by any one community, because if a 
conflagration occUred in that com- 
munity the rates would have to be in- 
creased to a prohibitive figure; there- 
fore, rates are fixed by areas rather 
than by separate communities.

Chairman Grebenstein and spoke at 
length on the advantages which New- 
ton will obtain by installing a new, 
modern signal system. By making 
certain changes in the equipment 
specified in the estimates of the cost 
ot such a system, as presented to the 
aldermen last year, $15,000 can be 
saved. 

Captain McEnroe of the Springfield 
Fire Department, which was the 
pioneer in the movement for two pla- 
toons in this state, was next called 
upon. He said that 98% of the cities 
in this state have had the two pla- 
toon system in operation for seven 
years and the fire chiefs in all these 
cities are heartily in favor of this 
system. What cities require is 100% 
efficiency in fire departments and the 
way to obtain this degree of efficiency 
is — two platoons. This system allows 
firemen to have more time at their 
homes and affords greater protection 
to the lives and property of citizens. 
He does not know of any city where 
the system is in operation where there 
are more men on duty nights than 
days. Nothing is gained by making 
improvements in apparatus and fire 
signal systems if the department is 
undermanned a considerable portion 
of the time. Other municipal employees 
enjoy the 8 hour day, firemen are 
only asking for a 12 hour day. He 
explained the manner in which the 
Springfield Fire Department is con- 
ducted and asserted that the two 
platoon system by increasing efficien- 
cy, decreases losses. He contended 
that it makes no difference to firemen 
whether a fire occures during the day 
or night. Searchlights, now in com- 
mon use by fire departments assist in 
fighting fires during darkness. 

Alderman Hinckley asked Captain 
McEnroe if the two platoon system 
creates greater efficiency, why had the 
fire loss in Springfield increased from 
an average of $2.05 per capita for the 
five years ending in 1919, to $4.63 dur- 
ing the next five year period? Capt. 
McEnroe replied that modern condi- 
tions cause greater fire hazards and 
that it’ other municipal departments 
followed the suggestions of the fire 
departments, fire hazards and losses 
would he reduced. Alderman Earle 
asked how frequently firemen in 
Springfield received a day off before 
the establishment of the two platoon 
system there? Capt. McEnroe replied, 
‘One day in five.” He said that fire- 
men are victims of class legislation 
when it comes to the number of hours 
they are compelled to work, and that 
no chief in cities where two platoons 
have been in operation, would go back 
to the old method. Alderman Earle 
read figures to show that fire losses 
per capita in Newton have been much 
less that in Springfield. 

Captain Powers of the Worcester 
Fire Department said that in all cities 
where the system has been established 
it has brought benefits, and that in 38 
cities, 85% of the firemen on the pla- 
toons off duty had responded to 
multiple alarm fires. He asked the 
aldermen not to compute comparative 
fire losses, but to consider the welfare 
of the firemen. Calling attention to 
the fact that in this state only Newton. 
Gloucester and Marlboro, have not 
adopted the “two platoc(n” system, 
he asked the aldermen not to let dol- 
lars go against the bettering of the 
firemen’s condition. Alderman Haw- 
kins asked him what time the Wor- 
cester firemen received off before the 
change to the two platoon. Captain 
Powers answered “One day in five, but 
the change was made in 1920.’’ Alder-

full quota will be on duty at all hours. 
Alderman Grebenstein asked the chief, 
“Had you been granted all the men 
you askd for during the past five 
years, would you now have enough 
men to put the “two platoon” into 
effect?” The chief replied in the nega- 
tive. He told Alderman Hodgdon that 
fully manned companies will afford 
greater protection against fire losses 
than more rapidly sounded hell alarms 
made possible by an improved signal 
system. Answering questions put by 
Aldermen Hodgdon and Grebenstein 
the chief explained that he can have 
the companies adequately manned un- 
der the present system if he is given 
15 more men, not including 5 men 
needed for the new aerial ladder at 
Newton. To establish the two pla- 
toons will requite 10 additional men. 
Aldermen Hawkins asked if the pres- 
ent fire houses are large enough to 
accomodate the extra men who will 
he required by the “two platoon?” 
Chief Randlett said that Engine 1, 
house is not large enough. Asked to 
name a good site for new quarters for 
Engine 1, the chief suggested the site 
now occupied by the large wooden 
block on Washington street, known as 
“Poverty Block.” 

Alderman Grebenstein asked what 
will be the result if a serious fire oc- 
curs in Newton during meal hours 
when the companies are short handed? 
The chief told him that “we have got 
along O. K. so far, the men respond- 
ing 100% on days off when a bad fire 
happens.” Mr. Grebenstein asked the 
chief if he considered that Newton 
firemen receive sufficient salaries. 
Chief Randlett said, “No, considering 
the hazards they face.” He told Aider- 
man Hinckley that there are plenty of 
applicants for positions in the Newton 
Fire Department. Alderman Hinckley 
suggested as a compromise that 
enough men be added to the depart- 
ment to allow the firemen a schedule 
one day off for every day and one-half 
on duty. Alderman Hodgdon moved 
that a vote he taken whereby aider- 
men present would recommend to the 
full Board “that the two platoon sys- 
tem be put into effect.” Alderman 
Bail objected, saying “We djd not 
come here to take a vote, but to ob- 
tain information on the matter. It 
does not matter what the merits of the 
“two platoon are, not what it will cost. 
This question should be settled by 
the voters. I can’t see why we have 
the right to take the settling of this 
matter away from them when they 
have twice voted against it. In Wor- 
cester, Springfield and other cities the 
voters settled this question. It is up 
to the firemen of Newton to sell the 
“two platoon” system to the voters 
of this city. 

Alderman Hodgdon disagreed with 
Mr. Bail. Il* said, “I have been im- 
pressed with the remarks of the Cap- 
tains from Springfield and Worcester. 
Chief Randlett favors the “two pla- 
toon.” He knows what is needed. The 
city is not here to make money, it is 
here to protect the property of its 
citizens.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

The best thing that can happen to 

political party on the eve of nn 
election in a panic of fear that Its 
candidates nmy be defeated. I don’t 
know why It Is but somehow when 
supporters are thoroughly scared 
their mnn stands his best chance. As 
far as I have been able to observe 
political party-workers cannot be- 
come confident and remain so. If 
they have that feeling it immediately 
grows Into over-confidence. Then 
the worst is more likely to happen 
than at any other time. 

Perhaps it Is a decidedly human 
trait — this real or fancied danger 
that one’s hopes may be dashed en- 
tirely if one fails to stir oneself. For 
my part I would rather have a lot of 
thoroughly frightened men and wom- 
en on my side than a group of smug 
and contented individuals; that is, if 

were a candidate, which I am not. 

Political manipulators long ago 
learned that the way to get out the 
voters was to warn them that If they 
didn’t vote almost anything terrible 
was likely to happen. You may re- 
member the story of how one of our 
leading Republican strategists aroused 
the voters of Newton to rally to the 
party’s candidate for Mayor. Did he 
get out and plead and beg and preach? 
Not at all, he knew that you can got 
just about so far and no farther with 
pleading, begging and preaching. This 
long-headed individual caused to be 
spread broadcast — it was before the 
days of radio and prohibition — a re- 
port that Newton was likely to go for 
“license”! 

And what happened? The people 
turned out as they never had before. 
More votes for “no” license were cast 
than in any previous year. The city, 
which never was in the slightest dan- 
ger, was "saved.” Incidentally the 
Republican candidate received a ma- 
jority that completely overwhelmed 
his opponent. 

So much for the efficacy of whole- 
some fear. In the coming election 
there are, in my opinion, elements 
which make for a genuine condition 
of fear. This is a year when several 
undesirable conditions may be 
brought about, if a majority of the 
voters are indifferent and fail to go 
to the polls. The penalty of indiffer- 
ence is one of the hardest to suffer. 
Why invite it? 

Unless I am very much mistaken 
the women are doing much more for 
their respective party organizations 
and candidates than are the men. 
Somehow the men get the publicity. 
This may be because there are more 
conspicuous leaders among them. And 
leaders talk and give out "state- 
ments” and perform other regular 
stunts that have to do with a cam- 
paign. The women, still somewhat 


trolleys pulling out of Nonantum Sq. 
Doesn’t this mean that with the trol- 
ley cars required to stop at a point 
further west thnn at present traffic 
from Watertown could go straight 
through the square? The traffic tower 
Idea has been tulked of, and, In the 
opinion of those who ought to know, 
is feasible. 

What is needed is a firm and dras- 
tic policy for traffic regulation which 
does not favor the street railway or 
any enterprise or group and which 
does not make “goats” of the individ- 
ual car owners and the pedestrians. 
Until that Is established the proper 
solution will not. have^ been reached. 

It has occurred to me several times 
that jury service is a civic duty which 
should he performed with willingness 
at least. Yet I know there are those 
who do not agree with me. To prove 
my assertion I have but to call your 
attention to the annual report of the 
Attorney General of Massachusetts, 
which says, “Too many men attempt 
to dodge jury service to avoid per- 
sonal inconvenience. They do not de- 
sire to see justice thwarted by failure 
to secure proper juries; they do not 
even desire to have men freely ex- 
cused from jury service for personal 
business reasons. Perhaps they even 
condemn the practice of dodging jury 
duty. And yet, when they themselves 
are summoned for jury service, and it 
is inconvenient for them to serve, 
they resort to every artifice and device 
to evade the duty. They regard them- 
selves as Isolated cases. They fail 
to realize that there is nothing unique 
about their cases, that they are mere- 
ly individual units in, large masses 
of so-called good citizens, desiring 
to see a proper administration of 
riminal law but insisting that they 
be excused and that some one else 
carry the burden.” 

As I view the matter the Attorney 
General has just about hit the nail 
on the head. Surely no one is more 
competent than he to speak for those 
entrusted with the administration of 
the law. The Commonwealth’s chief 
law officer discusses the question at 
considerable length and among the 
assertions he makes is that “a man 
cannot regard himself as a good, 
law-abiding citizen and evade the call 
to jury service.” This is pretty se- 
vere but not any more so than his 
concluding paragraph, “When he at- 
tempts tu dodge jury duty solely for 
purposes of personal convenience he 
unwittingly allies himself with the 
forces of evil.” 

Personally, I endorse the Attorney 
General’s view, but as I occupy no 
official position I cannot speak, or 
write, my opinions as sharply as he 
has, regardless of how I feel. There 
is no reason, however, why I cannot

Of course the women haven’t had a 
fair opportunity to demonstrate what 
they can do as political campaign 
managers. Thus far they have been 
permitted to assist and allowed to 
conduct a sort of “side show.” This 
hasn’t given them a square deal, in 
my opinion- at least they haven’t 
been allowed to demonstrate their 
powers of leadership. Some day the 
political parties will be mightily glad 
of the counsel of women as they 
now are of their votes.

SANITATION 

Col. William Archer of Evansville. 
Iml„ was the Ruost and speaker at 
the weekly luncheon of the Newton 
Rotary Club held on Monday at the 
Woodland Golf Club. 

Col. Archer was an accomplished 
speaker and held the close attention 
of the club with a discourse which 
ranged from wit and humor to pathos 
and religious enthusiasm. 

His subject was “Sanitation and 
Civilization.” He said that the world 
had always moved in cycles and the 
present was not the greatest period of 
its existence. He had found in 
museums and other records of ancient 
times evidences that our forefathers 
knew more than we do. He instanced 
the fact that copper had been found 
treated in some way to make it as 
hard as steel and at the same time 
wiped joints with copper as soft as 
lead solder had also been discovered. 
Neither of these can be duplicated 
today. At the ancient city of Balbek. 
there was a mass of granite 52 feet 
long and eight feet square, making 
a transportation problem which can- 
not be solved in these modern days. 
King Tut’s remains were found in 
a coffin of solid gold, in a country 
where not a trace of virgin gold 
would be found seemed to indicate 
that our ancient friends knew how to 
make gold out of other elements.
